GUAM, April 8 (Sunday) (AP). 
—United States Navy carrier air- 
craft smashed probably the last 
strong Japanese naval force, in- 
cluding the battleship Yamato, 
in Japan’s home waters Saturday 
es the enemy steamed out ap- 
parently in a desperate effort to 
turn the tide of war. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz re- 
ported that six Japanese warships 
were sunk, including the 45,000- 
ton Yamato, and 417 enemy planes 
destroyed in Friday and Saturday 
sea and air actions. 

‘United States Pacific Fleet 
losses were listed as three de- 
stroyers sunk, several other de- 
stroyers and smaller craft dam- 
aged and seven carrier planes lost. 

In a second communique, Nimitz 
said additionally that “one of our 
heavy fleet units suffered minor 
damage during an aircraft attack, 
but is fully operational.” The 
heavy unit, presumably a battle- 
ship or large carrier, had partici- 
pated in the naval battle. 

The Japanese initiated the two 
days of action in efforts to shat- 
ter the American amphibious force 
invading Okinawa Island, 325 
miles south of Japan’s home 
islands. 

(In Washington, a naval spokes- 
man said that a “good 25 per cent 
of the remaining Japanese major 
combat force” was lost or put out 
of action in the engagement. 
These new losses, he said, leave 
the Japanese with “a task force 
that can be handled easily by any 
of our major task forces.” 

(He said that while emergence 
of the enemy fleet from the In- 
land Sea was presumably an of- 
fensive action, the possibility re- 
mained that it was merely an ef- 
fort to escape to more tenable 
waters. : 


(Saying the Inland Sea was 
“vetting hotter and hotter” for 
the Japanese, he added, “they 
must have known they were go- 
ing to lose them (the ships) even- 
tually anyway and the fact that

Superfortresses struck military 
targets in the Kanoya area on 
the southern tip of Japan Sunday, 
Japanese time.

Although a Twentieth air force 
communique in Washington listed 
B-29 victories at 84, pilot reports 
made after the force returned to 
Marianas bases increased their 
victories to 136. No breakdown 
between damaged and known de- 
stroyed was made here immedi- 
ately. 

This was 20 more Japanese in- 
terceptors than B-29s had downed 
or damaged on any previous raid 
and the combined bag was 57 
more than the B-29s’ old record of 
116, made over Tokyo Jan, 27. 

Five Superfortresses and two 
Mustangs were lost as the Ameri- 
cans ran into intense antiaircraft 
fire as well as surprisingly heavy 
fighter opposition,

U. S. S. Princeton Blew Up

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
The light cruiser Birmingham suf- 
fered 649 casualties when the 
nearby aircraft carrier Princeton 
exploded, the Navy related today. 
More than a third of the number 
were killed instantly. 

The carrier’s magazine cut joose 
just as the Birmingham appeared 
to be winning a five-Hour battle 
to control a fire set aboard the 
Princeton by a Japanese bomb last 
Oct. 24, four days after D-day on 


Leyte. Now repaired, the cruiser 
has returned to service. The 
Princeton was sent to the bottom.

HAMELIN, Germany, April 7 
(AP).—Yanks of the Thirtiéth Di- 
vision entered Hamelin today and 
found a good proportion of the 
population of the Pied Piper city 
drunk. 

Those who were not drunk were 
running around squealing on the 
local Nazis, looting their neigh- 
bors’ shattered homes or fawning 
on the Americans, The only places 
of sanity found in this picturesque 
town of fairy tale fame were a 
dozen hospitals filled with Ger- 
man soldiers and a handful of 
Allied wounded, including an 
American aviator. 

The city had been by-passed by 
the Second Armored (Hell on 
Wheels) Division, which in a week 
has overrun 26 German army hos- 
pitals—the largest holding 3000 pa- 
tients at Bad Prymont—giving a 
good idea of the appalling German 
casualties in the war. In addition

THIRD OF BRITONS WANT

LONDON, April 7 (AP), 

RITONS generally agree 
| that “shooting is too good” 
for Hitler, according to a

favor solitary confinement—re- 
quiring him to listen inces- 
santly to recordings of his own 
speeches. 

Two per cent suggested that 
Hitler “expiate his crimes in 
part by submitting to a psy- 
chiatric examination while 
alive or brain specialists after 
death.”

AT AN AMERICAN EVACUA- 
TION HOSPITAL NEAR THE 
RHINE, March 28 (Delayed by 
Censor) (AP).—Two gaunt Amer- 
ican soldiers who almost died of 
starvation in a German prison 
camp near Limburg told today o6@ 
brutal treatment in Stalag 12—the 
first such camp for Allied prison- 
ers seized east of the Rhine. 

They are safe now in this Rhine 
valley hospital and before long they 
will be on their way home—as 
soon as they recover a little more 
from the effects of prison life. 

The tag at the foot of the bed 
occupied by Staff Sgt. Francis 
Holley of Rome, N. Y., read: 
“malnutrition due te starvation. 
Dysentery.” 

The youth’s arms were thin and 
his tired blue eyes had a look of 
suffering which was put there 
since the morning in February 
when he was captured near Hel- 
lerath as he went forward with a 
mortar observation squad from H 
Company of the First Division's 
Eighteenth Infantry regiment, 

Holley and his men were pinned 
down by machine-gun and mortar 
fire and there was nothing to do 
Continued on Page 9, Column 2.

Battle Rages as Enemy 
Tries to Stop —1300- 
Bomber Attack on Ger- 
man Port Areas, 


LONDON, April 7 (AP)—The 
biggest air battle since the crose- 
ing of the Rhine raged over north- 
ern Germany today when German 
airmen tried to stop 1300 heavy 
American bombers striking ahead 
of Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s drive on the North 
Sea ports. 

Incomplete reports showed at 
least 87 German planes, including 
a large number of jet-propelled 
ME-262s, were shot down. Eighth 
Air Force fighters accounted for 
63 and bomber gunners brought 
down 24. 

American losses were 22 bomb- 
ers and three fighters, heaviest 
suffered by the Eighth Air Force 
since the Rhine crossing of 
March 24, 

The big force of Liberators and 
Fortresses, escorted by 850 fight- 
ere, raced more than,100 miles 
ahead of onrushing British and 
American armies and blasted four 
airfields, two railyards, two am- 
munition and storage plants, an 
oll depot and an ordnance depot. 
Most of them were in the vicinity 
of Bremen, Kiel and Hamburg, 
three of Germany’s greatest ports 
imperiled by Montgomery’s drive.

. The stupendous cache, its full 


value as yet undetermined, but 
possibly worth billions of dollars, 
was found in a hidden salt mine 
at Merkers, 18 miles southeast of 
Hersfeld, when two talkative Ger-

Reichsbank officials on the 
spot said the bullion represented 
“all the gold in Germany,” and 
the German army gave some con- 
firmation by trying desperately to 
get back into Merkers today with 
a heavy counterattack in the 
Muelhausen area 30 miles north, 
in which the United States Sixth 
Armored and Sixty-fifth Infantry 
Division knocked out 40 enemy 
tanks and smashed the attack, 

May Be 200 Tons. 

Some 200 British prisoners of 
war who had been employed in 
the mine, which is called the 
Werks Kaiseroda, said they had 
seen 20 ten-ton truckloads of gold 
unloaded in the mine. This would 
mean -200 tons of gold, but the 
German bankers insisted that 
something over 100 tons waa the 
correct amount. 


The gold still is under seal in.a 
huge subterranean vault, and 
Third Army officers said its value 
would not be known until Amer- 
ican finance officers break the 
seals and audit the hoard. They 
expressed belief, however, that the 
German bankers undoubtedly were 
telling the truth. 


Going down into the mine tn a 
big double-decker elevator, officers 
of the Ninetieth Infantry Division, 
which made the find, did inspect 
the vast quantities of German, 
‘United States, British and other 
currencies and the great crates of 
paintings and other art works.

Nazi War Prisoners in U.S. Appeal 
To Germans to ‘Put Down Weapons’ 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP).— 
An appeal by German prisoners of 
war in the United States to Ger- 
man soldiers and people to “put 
down your weapons imm>:diately” 
is being broadcast to the Reich. 


The War Department rade pub- 


\lic the text of the message to- 
night, 


saying that the “petition 
was signed voluntarily by 1391 of 
the 3102 German prisoners of 
war” held at Camp Devens, Mass. 

The message was forwarded to 
the camp commander for trans- 
mittal and the War Department 
said arrangements had been made 
to broadcast it _ to the German 
people. _ 

The-peace appeal was addressed 
by the prisoners to “the German 
soldiers and workers, German 
men and women.” 

The message said that, “at a 
moment when the severest fate 
has overtaken the German people 
as a result of Hitler’s 12 years of 
political power, we the German 
war prisoners in America raise 
our voices. Voluntarily motivated 
by the anxiety for your destiny 
in the homeland and by the im- 
perious necessity to be called to 
action, in order to enforce an im- 
mediate peace.” 


{ The signers of the petition said 
they were prisoners from the 
fighting fronts in Africa, Sicily, 
Italy and Normandy and “we are 
your husbands, your brothers, 
your sons and fathers.” 


The message said in part: 


“Listen to us, German brothers, 
comrades of the armed forces, 
women and workers. Be not blind 
facing the danger of a frightful 
end, about. which Hitler is trying 
to deceive you by telling you tales 
of secret weapons. ,.. 


“Only recently Hitler,made you 
promises. of victories. Are yo 
still be:ieving anything like that? 
Only now, the Red Army is carry- 
ing its mightiest offensive into 
the heart of Germany. In the 
West Rundstedt’s Belgian offen- 
sive is smashed and armies of the 
U. 8S. A. and Great Britain, re- 
storea, move on to overrun the 
West Wall. . .. Germany, our 
homeland, has now itself become 
just what its own armies made

pace of Germany’s collapse is seen 
in the fact that 200,000 have been 
captured since March 7. 

Although American divisions are 
larger than those of the Nazis, 
knocking out the equivalent of 50 
German divisions is no mean feat 
for the Third Army, which usually 
averaged 10 to 12 divisions, with 
never more than 17. In addition 
to those captured, many thousands 
of the enemy were casualties. 

(The nine Allied armies on the 
western front have taken 309,258 
prisoners in the last two weeks 
east of the Rhine. About 250,000 
Germans were captured in the pre- 
vious three weeks in the clean-up 
west of the river.)

Get More Than Mayor 
—Hope Legislature 
Will Boost Salaries. 


A group of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County public officials are 
concerned over the elimination of 
the fee system of Missouri’s new 
Constitution. When this phase of 
the Constitution becomes effective 
their compensation will be ma- 
terially reduced by the loss of fees, 
unless they can persuade the Leg- 
islature to increase their salaries. 
Some of them have been getting 


more than the $10,000 salary of 
the St. Louis Mayor or the $8000 
of city department heads.

Facts about the various city fee 
offices follow: 

Assessor—Salary is $5000 a year, 
but he has been getting large 
sums annually from State Auditor 
for receiving state income tax re- 


turns, at 25 cents per return, plus 


gome miscellaneous items. Arthur 
C. Hoehn (Rep.), whose term ex- 
pires April 30 and whom Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann will not reap- 
point, was paid $50,244 by the state 
last year, but says he has netted 
only $8000 to $9000 a year for him- 
self from the state fees, after pay- 
ing salary of a full-time income 
tax assistant and about 56 part- 
time extra clerks, paying for sup- 
plies and paying the Federal in- 
come tax on his share. The office 
no longer will handle the income 
tax returns after the new State 
Department of Revenue is set up 
under the Constitution, and the 
assessor will lose the patronage of 
the extra clerks. 

Collector of Revenue — Collects 
the state income tax for a commis- 
sion of % of 1 per cent, paying 
overtime to about 40 of his regu- 
lar clerks during the two-month 
busy season. Richard E. Gruner 
(Rep.) was paid $30,276 for these 
collectiong in 1943, but says nearly 
all of this money was consumed 
by the overtime, $8000 to $10,000 
for postage, printing and full-time 
service of about five clerks, and 
he counts on a personal income of 
only $457 from the commission on 
1944 collections, after meeting ex- 
penses. 

When the state takes over col- 
lections under the new revenue 
system Gruner expects it will be 
mecessary to reduce his clerical 
force and the remaining jobs will 
be less attractive for lack of over- 
time pay. For collecting realty 
and personal property taxes and 
water rates the collector is al- 
lowed a similar commission, out 
of which he must pay for his staff 
and office supplies and he is per- 
mitted to retain a maximum of 
$10,000 annually for himself. Gru- 
ner, who says it is necessary for 
the collector to borrow money to 
finance office operation until the 
annual settlement, will welcome 
the change putting him and his 
staff on regular salaries, He be- 
lieves that normal receipts might 
be insufficient to meet his payroll 
and his own full $10,000 in the fis- 
cal year ending next March, be- 
cause of the reduced volume of de- 
linquent taxes left to collect. 

Probate Judge — Judge Arnold 
has averaged about $14,000 a year 
in fees for probate work and en- 
forcement of the state inheritance 
tax. After meeting his staff pay- 
roll, he is allowed first to retain 
for himself $8000 a year, the 
equivalent of ai city circuit 
judge's salary, then 10 per cent of 
the surplus. The remainder goes 
to the schools. 

Circuit Attorney — Salary is 
$5000 a year, fees about $3200— 
including $3000 for attendance at 
coroner's inquests in all cases,of 
violent, deaths, perhaps $150 on 
bail bond fortfeitures where judg- 
ments are enforced, and $50 for 
appearing before Probate Court 
on escheats. James W. Griffin 
(Dem.) is preparing to ask the 
Legislature to fix the salary at 
$12,000. 

License Collector—Frank A. 
Britton (Rep.) gets $4000 annual 
Salary, but last year was paid 
$6999 by the State Conservation 
Commission for selling hunting 
and fishing licenses at a fee of 15 
cents above the fixed license price. 
Many of the licenses are sold by 
sporting goods’ stores as sub- 
agents, but an officer of a large 
store told the Post-Dispatch that 
the practice was for the stores to 
charge the 15cent fee and turn 
this over to the license collector. 

Circuit Clerk—H. Sam Priest 
(Dem.) is paid $7500 a year sal- 
ary, but pays his numerous depu- 
uties directly before remitting 
surplus fee collections to the city. 
He retains no fees personally. He 
is working on a proposed law to 
provide for payment of the depu- 
ties by the city, es his legal ad- 
Wisers have said the Constitution 
would bar the present method. 

Constables—Each is paid $2400 
@ year salary and they are al- 
lowed fees of 2% per cent on 
judgments they collect, not in- 
cluding settlements frequently ar- 
ranged between opposing attor- 
neys. Only the constables them- 
selves have records of the extent 
of these commissions. There is a 
constable for each justice of the 


Ex-Governor of Mediter- 
ranean Island Speaks 
at Youth for Christ 
Rally in St. Louis. 


Lt. Gen. Sir William George 
Shedden Dobbie, former British 
Governor of the Mediterranean 
island of Malta, spoke last night 
at the Youth for Christ rally at 
the Kiel Auditorium, describing 
how God came to the aid of de- 
fending forces when Malta was 
considered the most-bombed spot 
on earth, 

A crowd estimated at 8000 heard 
the veteran British general offi- 
cer tell how the crippled aircraft 
carrier HMS Illustrious limped to 
Malta, needing four days without 
being hit by a bomb in order to be 


repaired. “I got down on my 
knees and prayed that the four 
days without damage might oc- 
cur,” he said. “And despite great 
raids aimed at her, none of the 
enemy bombs hit the Illustrious 
for four days and she was re- 
paired.” 

Another time, he said, a great 
bomb went through the dome of 
a famous church in Malta, but 
failed to explode. That, also, was 
a miracle, Gen. Dobbie said. 

Shortly after the Axis siege of 
the island fortress began Gen. 
Dobbie said he issued a special 
order of the day to the garrison 
telling them to pray for victory. 
These prayers were answered, he 
said, and “the island held out 
despite overwhelming enemy su- 
periority. All of the civilians of 
Malta were awarded the George 
Cross, highest decoration for 
civilian bravery. 

Lady Dobbie Here. . 

Lady Dobbie, who accompanied 
her husband to St. Louis, spoke of 
the caves on the island of Malta, 
hewn out of rock, as the only safe 
place during an air raid, ‘“Man- 
made shelters were not safe,” she 
said, “only the rock of God was 
secure.”

Probate Judge—Under an _ ar- 
rangement similar to that in the 
city, Judge Stahlhuth estimates 
he has netted $9500 to $10,300 a 
year in fees, after meeting ex- 
penses of the office. St. Louis 
County officials hope that when 
the Legislature makes county 
classifications for salary purposes 
this county will be classed with 
St. Louis, rather than outlying 
counties. 


Assessor—Phil G. Deuser (Rep.) 
is paid $8750 annual salary and 
for handling 1943 State income-tax 
returns he drew $13,574 in fees, 
under an arrangement. corre- 
sponding to that in St. Louis. He 
Says he has netted somewhat 
more than $6000 a year out of 
these fees, after paying expenses 
of handling the returns. The Su- 
preme Court of Missouri held a 
month ago that, under a 1939 stat- 
ute putting St. Louis County offi- 
cials generally on the salary basis, 
he was not entitled to retain the 
surplus, Deuser is holding in es- 
crow a surplus of more than $20,- 
000 for handling the 1941-42-43 re- 
turns. 

County Clerk—Walter E. Miller 
(Rep.) gets $6750 annual salary 
and last year was paid $3432 by 
the State Conservation Commis- 
sion for selling huating and fish- 
ing licenses at the 15-cent fee. 

Sheriff — Arthur C. Mosley 
(Rep.) is paid $8750 yearly salary. 
He and his predecessor, Arnold J. 
Willmann, were in doubt over 
their right to retain about $200 a 
year in commissions on public 
Sales, and have held this money 
in separate accounts. 

The constitutional abolition of 
the fee system applies to all pub- 
lic officers in St. Louis and all 
state and county officers in St. 
Louis and Jackson counties, ex- 
cept the Public Administrators 
and notaries public. In the re- 
mainder of the state it applies to 
sheriffs and their deputies, prose- 
cuting attorneys and state officers 
charged with investigation and 
prosecution of crimes and deten- 
tion of criminals. 

St. Louis will have nine magis- 
trates, instead of 11 justices of the 
peace, under the reformed system 
for the petty courts, and St. Louis 
County will have four magistrates 
instead of 16 justices. Doubtless 
the number of constables in th: 
county will be reduced from the 
present eight. Under a State Su- 
preme Court decision, St. Louis 
County justices are not permitted 
to retain the $2 fee for a marriage 
ceremony, but in the city some 
justices keep wedding fees. 

Most of the probate judges of 
Missouri are expected to meet 
soon to discuss their status under 
the Constitution, which affects 
about 94 of these officials, be- 
sides Judges Arnold and Stahl- 
huth. ‘It provides that in counties 
of 30,000 population or less the 
probate judge shall be the magis- 
trate, replacing justices of the 
peace. The judges are concerned 
over their remuneration for this 
service. The 1940 census listed 
94 counties with less than 30,000 
population, including St. Charles 
County but not including Franklin 
and Jefferson counties.

Marvin D. Adams of Miami, 
Fla., head of the self-appointed 
Stockholders’ Protective Commit- 


tee which is trying to take control 
of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Railroad from its present direc- 
tors, charged yesterday that the 
committee had been “gypped” out 
of a number of proxies which he 
placed at “over 30,000,” because a 
New York brokerage firm was 
caught short on Katy shares 
March 7, the date of the record 
of ownership for voting. 

The brokerage firm, Merrill, 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Beanne, 
issued a statement in New York 
last night to the effect that it 
had “no position either long or 
short” in Katy stock, and that it 
had been neutral in the proxy 
contest and had properly pro-rated 
the shares in its custody between 
the contending sides. 

Counting of the proxies, voted in 
Friday’s election, was in progress 
yesterday, and is expected to be 
completed by the time the meet- 
ing reconvenes at 9 a, m, tomor- 
how. 

Adams, in a signed statement 
yesterday, said a group of mem- 
bers of the committee advised him 
that they were the beneficial own- 
ers of more than 60,000 shares of 
Katy common stock on the record 
date, March 7, and that they had 
mailed to Merrill- Lynch their writ- 
ten authorizations for proxies in 
favor of the committee. Adams 
was one of these, holding 11,600 
shares,

“The alleged statement attrib- 
uted to one of our partners (Cas- 
satt) is incorrect and untrue. Our 
firm has no position either long 
or short in -M.-K.-T. common or 
preferred stock. Our books are 
open to scrutiny of the SEC and 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

“Our firm gave proxies to the 
Management and to the opposi- 
tion committee in accordance with 
the authorization of our custom- 
ers. The proxies wére pro-rated 
exactly according to the wishes 
of our clients. The total number 
was determined by the number 
that the (M.-K.-T.) transfer agent 
certified to us in writing as being 
the amount that we were entitled 
to vote for our clients. 

“In this contest we have fol- 
lowed our long-established policy 
of being entirely neutral, We have 
no interest in either side; our only 
desire ig to comply with the wishes 
of our customers.”

Adams said yesterday that in 
their telephone conversation, Cas- 
satt said that on his first in- 
quiry as to the number of shares 
registered in the firm’s name, he 
was told by “Mr, Georgeson, who 
was employed by President 
Matthew S. Sloan of the M.-K.-T. 
to solicit proxies” that the brok- 
erage firm had 59,000 shares reg- 
istered, But later, he quoted Cas- 
satt as saying, the registrar of

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP).— 
Government officials said today 
that the gold bullion and other 
booty captured in a German aalt 
mine by Lt, Gen. George 8.

Identifiable loot such as paint- 
ings would come under @estitution 
plans and be sent back to the 
country from which it was stolen, 
those sources said. 

Handling of the rest of the gold 
and money would depend on how 
the Germans got it. It might 
come either under the Allied Con- 
trol Commission which is to be 
set up to run Germany .r the Al- 
lied Reparations Commission, 

No Accurate Figures. 

While there are no accurate fig- 
ures in Washington on Germany’s 
exact store of gold now, officials 
are willing to believe the hundred 
million dollars probably repre- 
sented by far the biggest chunk 
of ‘Germany's reserves. 

Last published holdings were 
those of the Reichsbank in 1938 
which were $29,000,000. However, 
since then, Germany has captured 
considerable gold stocks in Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland and other Euro- 
pean countries. 

A State Department broadcast 
disclosed that Heinrich Himmler 
and Hermann Goering have agents 
abroad trying to sell works of art 
and other valuable properties. Two 
possibilities appear, the broadcast 
said: 

1, That they are preparing to fi- 
nance postwar Nazi activities 
throughout the world. 

2. That Himmler and Goering 
may be trying to build up funds 
for their own escape from Ger- 
many if they can make it, 

Neutral Countries, 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Julius C, Holmes, who disclosed 
the Himmler and Goering deals, 
did not specify where their agents 
are working, but from. other 
sources it was learned they have 
been in countries either actually 
neutral at the moment or recently 
classed as neutral. 

Holmes said that the Nazis not 
only hope to keep operating under- 
ground inside Germany, but are 
also sending technical experts 
abroad to hold key positions in 
preparation for whatever usé they 
may be in future Nazi operations.

More than 3000 German troops 
were killed yesterday in street 
fighting within Vienna, Moscow 
announced. 

The greater part of the city was 
encircled when Marshal Feodor I. 
Tolbukhin’s Third Ukrainian 
Army tankmen battered 14 miles 
through the Vienna Woods in a 
two-day advance, sweeping 
through the town of Pressbaum, 
seven miles west of the city, to 
reach the Danube. at Klostern- 
burg, a mile from Vienna’s north- 
western limits, 

Berlin indicated that the nar- 
row wedge to the Danube north- 
west of Vienna was rapidly being 
expanded. Tolbukhin’s tank spear- 
heads; the enemy said, had thrust 
23 miles from their last positions 
to reach the key rail junction of 
St. Poelten, 28 miles west of the 
capital. 

Although Moscow has given no 
indication the Russians have be- 
gun systematic shelling of Vienna, 
the Nazis continued to report that 
the capital was undergoing a 
heavy bombardment. 

From inside Vienna, the German 
Transocean agency’s Heinrich 
Kurschat radioed: 

“The continuous rumble of guns 
is heard in the center of the city, 
A big bomb crater yawns beside 
St. Stephan’s cathedral. The State 
opera house is burned out. Blocks 
of apartments are flattened and 
the parks are dotted with bomb 
craters. Everyone knows that 
Vienna’s ordeal has begun.” 

As the fight for Vienna raged, 
German commentators for the 
third day predicted that an all- 
out Russian assault on Berlin was 
imminent,

Base-Running. 
R. JESSE ROBINSON, fa- 
mous sprinter in the early 
days of the century, who 
played football under Eddie 
Cochems at St. Louis University 
and was some pumpkins as a 
baseball player, too, was riding 
his hobby in a fanfest recently. 

“Practically all base runners 
have a faulty running style,” he 
complains. ... “What ails them? 
Some of them can travel pretty 
fast,” we countered, 

“They lose time in starting,” 
Robinson explained, “and they 
run with a sidesway; they don’t 
swing their arms right to aid 
their speed, and most of them 
circle the sacks too wide. ... 
Proper coaching would develop 
an extra step between bases for 
many of these players.”

But nobody at training camps 
seems to give running much 
thought, although frequently 
criticism has come from track 
coaches. . .

Agricultural Colleges to Train 100,000 for Outdoor 
Work Would Be Financed by Government and 


State Funds.

The national board of trustees 


Flachsbart 
of Ducks Unlimited, concluding a 


three-day meeting here yesterday, went on record as favoring a plan 
for vocational training for an estimated 100,000 discharged war vet- 


erans in wildlife work. 


Submitted by Arthur* Bartley of 
New York, United States manager 
of the organization, the plan 
would offer two-year courses of 
training for such workers in 10 
or more agricultural colleges 
throughout the nation. Federal 
and state funds would finance the 
operation. 

Ducks Unlimited, devoted to the 
propagation of ducks through the 
improvement of Canadian breed- 
ing grounds, is a non-political or- 
ganization and therefore does not 
sponsor any kind of legislation. 
But it would give technical aid— 
if called upon—to the job program. 

In Line With Federal Plan, 

The program favored is na- 
tional in scope, “of great economic 
importance,” according to Bartley, 
and in line with the government's 
veteran rehabilitation program. 
The destruction of the country’s 
once great wildlife resources, 
through waste and neglect, is 
pointed out as the chief need for 
the plan. 

Two-year courses in wildlife 
Management for veterans would 
train men for profitable occupa- 


tions as game managers, forest 
rangers, fish culturists, game war- 
dens and _ taxidermists, among 
other vocations, Enrollment would 
be open to all veterans who have 
a definite interest in the subject 
and a high school education or its 
equivalent. 

Suitable areas of 500 acres or 
more could be controlled by each 
college, Bartley pointed out, to 
carry on field operations. The 
land could be state or federally 
controlled and also used by gov- 
ernment agencies. 

Bartley suggested a co-ordina- 
tion of the activities by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, the U. S. 
Bureau of Education, the VU. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, the U. 
S. Forestry Bureau, the U. 8. Soil 


Conservation Service, Ducks Un- 
limited and the American Wild- 
life Institute. 

Cost Per College $370,000. 

The estimated cost per college, 
as listed in Bartley’s plan, is 
$370,000. Funds could be obtained

childhood. Another of his heroes 
was the late Speaker Henry T. 
Rainey, whom he succeeded in 
the House in 1934, who also had a 
liberal, humanitarian outlook. An- 
other reason for the resemblance 
fia that Lucas is six feet, two and 
a half inches tall, to Lincoln’s six 
feet four. Like Lincoln he stoops 
to minimize his height. 


On Important Committees. 


At 53 years Lucas, although 
far from a 100 per cent New Deal- 
er, has been advanced to impor- 
tant committee assignments in the 
Senate. He is chairman of the 
smal] but influential Committee on 
Audit and Control of Senate Ex- 
penses, which holds the purse 
strings on Senate investigations, 
and was recently selected for the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
which will handle treaties and 
legislation relating to the inter- 
national security organization and 
the peace settlement. His other 
committees are Finance, Agricul- 
ture and Forestry; Patents; Rules, 
and special committees, mostly 
investigatory, on Fuel Production 
and Transportation in Areas West 
of the Mississippi; Post-War 
Economic Policy and Planning; 
Petroleum Resources, and Wild- 
life Resources Conservation, 


Because of these many and 
varied assignments, he has been 
criticized for spreading his efforts 
too thin rather than concentrating 
on fewer and larger problems. He 
complains that the committee 
work keeps him jumping from 
nine in the morning until six in 
the evening but says that he has 
his office staff of seven clerks so 
organized that he can handle an 
average of 8000 letters a month.

Seated in his small room in the 
Senate Office Bulding, his long 
legs stretched to the edge of his 
desk, Lucas outlined his interna- 
tional views to the Post-Dispatch. 

“The people,” he said, “have a 
right to expect that out of this 
war will come two accomplish- 
ments. First, an eradication of 
that Fascist-Nazi ideology so ab- 
horrent to civilized and demo- 
cratic peoples; second, that the 
people will have a peace couched 
not only in words but in deeds, 
which is above the jealousies and 
demands for power by individuals 
or nations, and one that will as- 
sure and insure a last period of 
quiet during which civilization 
can rehabilitate and strengthen 
itself. The accomplishment of 
these goals is difficult and com- 
plicated. The Dumbarton Oaks 
plan is a magnificent and long 
step toward these goals. 

“Wars are not ends in them- 
selves. Wars inevitably devastate 
the aggressor and greatly tax the 
victorious defenders. In history 
wars have been altogether too fre- 
quent. The test of our civilization 
and its very continuance depends 
upon our ability with intelligence 
and sincerity to make the inter- 
vals between wars of any kind, 
anywhere, longer and longer. 

“The mechanism proposed at 


Dumbarton Oaks, as it will be im- | 


proved and refined at later meet- 
ings of the nations, presents an 
effective meams of . maintaining 
peace and security. Nations, just 
as individuals, should and must be 
able to settle honest differences 
and disputes at the conference 
table. Nations might well prac- 
tice an international diplomatic 
preventive medicine and not per- 
mit the festering and outbreak of 
those polsofis which lead to war. 
But in the case of those few na- 
tions who, because of misguided 
and selfish aims, become aggres- 
sors, the peace-loving nations 
should have a right to utilize a 
‘big stick’ to preserve the security 
of the world.” 


Lucas’ voting record during four 
years in the House and six years 
in the Senate is evidence that he 
will follow through with his for- 
ward looking views. He voted 
with the Administration on the 
various neutrality measures and 
for all preparedness legislation, 
including lend-lease. He led the 
fight for the Green-Lucas soldier 
vote bill and wag one of the spon- 
sors of the GI Bill of Rights, 
which received ‘almost unanimous 
approval of both houses. In the 
domestic field, he has voted for 
poll tax repeal, anti-lynching leg- 
islation, Fair Employment Prac- 
tices, the Smith-Connally anti- 
strike law and the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreement program, 


Opposed Court Plan. 


Because of his opposition to sev- 
eral important Administration 
proposals, however, he has been 
described in some of his Demo- 
cratic primaries as being a ‘50 per 
cent Democrat,” although the Chi- 
cago Tribune occasionally calls 
him “Comrade Lucas.” His out- 
standing defiance of the President 
—and this may have cost him the 
vice presidential nomination last 
year—was his speech in the House 
in July, 1937, denouncing Mr. 
Roosevelt's court packing plan as 
“destructive, selfish and futile.” 
The proposal was not even up for 
consideration by the House but 
Lucas felt so strongly opposed to 
it that he made his speech just 
for the record, Many Democrats 
feel that the President has not 
forgotten this gratuitous act of re- 
bellion. 


He also voted against the Ad- 
ministration on the President’s 
first tax bill veto, on extension of 
the Hatch Act and the President’s 
pet proposal to limit wartime in- 
comes to $25,000 after taxes. 

This independent voting record 
led Mayor Kelly of. Chicago to 
furnish one of the big laughs of 
the Democratic national conven- 
tion last summer, when he said 
during his speech nominating 
Lucas for the vice presidency that 
“he represents no thinking group,” 
meaning, of course, that he could 
not be labeled. 


Follows Lincoln’s Motto. 


The same view was better ex- 
pressed by the Republican Chi- 
cago Daily News in calling for the 
election of Lucas over the Re- 
publican senatorial candidate 
Richard J, Lyons. The News said 
editorially that Lucas, during his 
10 years in Congress, had followed 
Lincoln’s motto: “I will stand with 
anybody that stands right—stand 
by him while he is right—and part 
with him when he goes wrong.” 

More recently Lucas demon- 
strated’ his independent thinking 
—this time on the side of the 
President—in his support of Au- 
brey Williams, who was finally 
rejected by the Senate, to be head 
of the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration.

HEN negotiations between the Kuo- 
W mintang Party and the Chinese Com- 

munists broke down in the middle of 
February, it was a serious blow to our hopes 
that we would have the co-operation of a 
united China in the final offensive against 
Japan. The political situation in China 
seems to have deteriorated sharply since the 


beginning of the Kuomintang-Communist ne- § 


gotiations last November, and the prospects 
for an agreement between the two major 
Chinese parties are decidedly poor. In his 
speech of March Ist, Chiang Kai-shek in- 
sisted that the. Kuomintang-controlled 
Chungking Government had made all pos- 
sible concessions to the Communists, and 
that the latter were wholly responsible for 
the lack of national unity in China. The 
Communist statement that was issued in 
response to this apeech indicates the height- 
ened tension that now prevails. Not only 
did it attack the reactionary elements in 
the Kuomintang in bitter terms, but for the 
first timé it singled out Chiang himself as 
their chief spokesman and demanded an im- 
mediate end to his ‘‘personal dictatorship.” 


Issues Obscured by 
the Word “Communism.” 


As with so many political problems in the 
world today, the word “communism” has 
been used te obscure many of the basic is- 
sues at stake in China, and has made the 
understanding of China’s political crisis un- 
necessarily difficult. From 1939 to 1944, 
Americans found it hard to evaluate the 
many conflicting reports about the program 
and aims of the Chinese Communists be- 
cause there was too little reliable first-hand 
information. But since the visit of a num- 
ber of foreign correspondents and military 
observers to the Communist-controlled areas 
last summer, a good deal of new and au- 
thoritative information is becoming availa- 
ble. It is on this new material, supplement- 
ed by information which the writer ob- 
tained on his own earlier visit to the Com- 
munist areas, that the following appraisal 
of the Chinese Communists is based.

policies which the Communists have intro- 
duced in the guerrilla areas are simply a 
blind to attract popular support, and that 
their real aim’ is to establish a communist 
regime throughout China, 

In the writer’s opinion, the best way to 
explain the position of the Chinese Com- 
munists is to say-_that its members accept 
the Marxist interpretation of a country’s 
political and economic development. Ac- 
cording to this interpretation a semi-colo- 
nial and industrially backward country can- 
not possibly achieve communism or socialism 
without an intervening stage of develop- 
ment, and furthermore it is not in the power 
of any group of people to disregard this 
historical truth. 


In China’s case this means that the Chi- 
nese people must strive first to win freedom 
from foreign domination and establish their 
national independence, and second, that 
they must lay the foundations for modern 
economic development by an agrarian revo- 
lution that will free the peasants from their 
present semi-feudal relations to the landed 
gentry class. Chinese Communist leaders 
contend that to attain these two objectives 
requires a democratic political system that 
will allow all sections of the people a voice 
in the government and will also grant full 
opportunity to private initiative and free en- 
terprise in the development of China’s re- 
sources. They believe, however, that there 
should be more government supervision and 
control than there was in early capitalist de- 
velopment in the west in order to avold the 
worst abuse of industrialization and the ex- 
ploitation of natural resources. 

When China attains the status of a mod- 
ern nation with a genuinely democratic 
form of Government, the Communists 
lieve that there will naturally be all types 
of political parties, from conservative to

radical. At that time, the Chinese Com- 
munist party will play the same role as 
communist parties have played in western 
countries, such as England, France, and the 
United States. In the meantime, however, 
and for a long time to come, they Insist that 
communism or socialism is not the issue for 
China. One prominent Chinese Communist 
has said that he did not foresee communism 
in China for at least a century. 


The question that we may legitimately 
ask, then, is whether the Chinese Commu- 
nists have actually carried these theories 
out in practice in the areas under their con- 
trol. These areas include two major Border 
Regions and some 15 “‘guerrilla base areas”’ 
behind the Japanese lines—five in North 
China, eight in Central China, one in the 
Canton area, and one on Hainan Island. In 
addition to the regular troops of the Eighth 
Route and New Fourth Armies, numbering 
about 570,000, the guerrilla forces include 
more than two million armed militia and 
partisan troops, and these forces claim to 
have liberated a total of more than half a 
million square miles and 90 million people 
from Japanese control. It is estimated that 
the number of those actively participating 
in guerrilla warfare in either a military or 
civilian capacity is from 12 to 15 million, 
although the present membership of the Chi- 
nese Communist party is only agout 800,000. 


Communist-led Area 


Bombed but Not Invaded. 


The most important Communist-led area 
is the Shensi-Ningsia-Kansu Border Re- 
gion with its capital at Yenan, the headquar- 
ters of the Communist Party and the Eighth 
Route Army. This anea, lying west of the 
Yellow River, has been heavily bombed but 
never invaded by the Japanese, and it is 
here that the Communist program has been 
mostly fully carried out. The principles of 
administration and popular mobilization in- 
troduced in this Border Region have been 
followed as closely as possible in the other 
guerilla areas, although since these are in 
Japanese ‘“‘occupied” territory and subject 
to constant attack, the program is naturally 
less fully developed. 


In the areas under their control, the Chi- 
nese Communists have encouraged private 
enterprise. They have substituted rent re- 
duction for their former policy of land con- 
fiscation not only to retain the support of 
the landlords in the war, but also to en- 
courage investment in industry rather than 
land. They maintain that the “restriction 
of private capital’? advocated and. practiced 
by the Chungking bureaucracy has stifled in- 
dustrial development at a time when it is 
most urgently needed. That this encourage- 
ment of private enterprise in the guerrilla 
areas of China is not merely a wartime meas- 
ure was emphasized by the Communist lead- 
er, Mao Tse-tung, in an interview with an 
American correspondent in July, 1944, dur- 
ing which he declared that “it is a matter 
of mutual benefit to adopt proper treatment 
of capital after the war. This applies not 
only to Chinese capital but also to foreign 
capital. Private capital must have oppor- 
tunity for broad, liberal development.” The 
Chinese Communists also maintain that all 
sections of the people, with the exception of 
the feudal-minded landed gentry and the 
more reactionary bureaucrats, have a stake 
in achieving national independence and a 
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Moreover, this is only one the- 
ater, From the Pacific, from 
Italy, from the Middle East cor- 
respondents are writing the in- 
forma] history of this global con- 
flict. 


What does it mean to be a war 
correspondent? Or a battle re- 
porter? How does the news get 
out of a bridgehead newly estab- 
lished across the Rhine? 


In my Cook’s tour. of the war 
covering some 10,000 miles I saw 
the reporters at work. It is often 
hard work, gruelling and exhaust- 
ing. It is often dangerous, as full 
of hazards as the life of the front- 
line soldier, 


But it can also be as comfort- 
able and as secure as a reporting 
job on the U. 8, side of the Atlan- 
tic. As soon as Paris was liberat- 
ed, the Scribe Hotel, just off the 
Place de ]’Opera, was taken over 
for correspondents. In the first 
weeks they ate C rations and 
more or less camped out in the 
hotel. Today, however, competent 
French chefs take army food and 
prepare good three-course meals. 

Some correspondents cover the 
war without ever leaving the 
Scribe. Three times a day in a 
big room on the ground floor 
there are “briefings” at which of- 
ficers from Supreme Headquar- 
ters talk about the progress of the 
war. Often they are specialists 
who explain particular phases of 
a campaign as it progresses. 


In addition all important com- 
muniques from SHAEF are re- 
leased at the Scribe. Not only 
on the first and second floors, 
which are given over to offices, 
but on each living floor, too, are 
klaxons that sound when a com- 
munique is released. For an or- 


dinary communique it is one blast, 
for a “flash,” it is three. At three 
blasts when all press association 
reporters, and many others, rush 
to try to get the hot news on the 
wire first, pandemonium breaks 
loose. 


Reporters’ Rivalries. 


Between the correspondents: at 
the Scribe, who rewrite SHAEF 
communiques and rarely if ever 
get a look at the war first hand, 
and the battle reporters in the 
field there is considerable jealousy 
and rivalry. The battle reporter 
does not try to congeal his scorn 
for the war correspondent back 
at the Scribe. 

Being a battle reporter and liv- 
ing in the forward areas ordinari- 
ly means a rugged existence. The 
reporter lives as closely as pos- 
sible with the troops who do the 
fighting. When a front is static, 
as in Italy, this usually means a 
“press camp.” Sometimes a press 
camp is a collection of tents or 
Nissen huts in a field but more 
often it is a hotel that has been 
rehabilitated for the use of the 
correspondents, 

When an army is on the move 
in a big offensive, then the battle 
reporter gets as close to the front 
line as he can, This means sleep- 
ing in bombed out houses or in 
the open. It means carrying a 
bedroll and flopping it down 
wherever you happen to be at 
night. It means standing in line 
for chow with your own mess kit. 
It means dirt and grime and sleep- 
jess nights and sometimes sudden 
death or serious injury. 

Besides stray shells there is the 
peril of mines and booby traps, 
for battle reporters often go into 
an area before it has been cleared 
of mines and take their chances 
with the first troops to move iq. 
David Lardner, son of the late 
Ring Lardner and a writer for 
the New Yorker, was killed when 
his jeep swerved off the road to 


pvoid a collision’ and ran over a 


mine that had not been dug out 
of the grassy shoulder of the 
highway. 

A shell fell near three British 


correspondents at the Remagen | 


bridgehead, killing Peter Lawless 
of the London Daily Telegraph. 
Walter Farr of the London Daily 
Mail was knocked down by the 
concussion, scratched and bruised 
and his coat blown off. But two 
days later he Was back on the job 
and wrote two news dispatches 
from the bridgehead. To date 22 
correspondents have been killed at 
the front. 


Sdmetimes, and this was partic- 
ularly true in the Ardennes of- 
fensive, the battle reporter must 
drive many miles in an open jeep 
to talk with the men who are do- 
ing the fighting and then he must 
drive back to the press camp to 
write and file his story. In zero 
weather over roads slick with ice 
or piled with snow this definitely 
does not come under the heading 
of fun. Strafing German planes, 
when there were atill German 
planes on the prowl, often sent 
the reporter and the jeep driver 
cowering into the nearest ditch. 


The Post-Dispatch has two staff 
correspondents in Europe. Rich- 
ard L. Stokes has divided his time 
between several fronts and the 
Scribe in Paris. After four weeks 
with a tank division in December 
and January he contracted pneu- 
monia and was sent back to a hos- 
pital for recovery, Virginia Irwin 
has spent virtually all her time 
in the forward areas writing first- 
hand stories of the GIs in the 
front lines. 


Women Disciplined. 


From the beginning of the in- 
vasion in Normandy women re 
porters have waged a tug of war 
with public relations officers to 
be allowed to go as close to the 
front lines as do the men who 
cover the war. This makes for 
complications and occasionally 
women reporters who have gone 
beyond regulations in their zeal 
for battle have been disciplined by 
SHAEF. Martha Gellhorn, a cor- 
respondent for Collier’s Magazine 
and a former St. Louisan, has 
spent considerable time at the 
front both in Italy and in France 
and Germany. 


With some reporters, both men 
and women, battle becomes an ob- 
session, If they are back at the 
Scribe or in London, they are 
constantly planning to return 
with this or that army or air 
force in the forward areas.

This 
meant that men whohad planned 
and worked for a story for days, 
moving up with the troops who 
were to make the surprise cross- 
ing, got scooped by the war cor- 
respondents back at the Scribe, 

“Those blankety-blank so-and- 
sos who sit on their fannies at 
the Scribe... .’” 


Tells Running Story. 


That is the familiar beginning 
of a diatribe by the front line re- 
porter. He forgets, of. course, 
that only at SHAEF headquar- 
ters can a synthesis summarizing 
a vast operation such as the 
Rhine crossing be put together. 
The battle reporter sees and de- 
scribes a small piece of a vast 
living tapestry while with the 
whole panorama before him— 
second-hand from the Scribe 
briefings—the war correspondent 
tells the running story,

Richard B. Dempsey, in a recent let- 
ter, characterized Communism and Naz- 
ism as loathsome to Americans, a char- 
acterization to which all Americans who 
believe in the principles of true democ- 
racy can unreservedly subscribe.

It cannot be denied that the Russian 
brand of Communism is the spawn of 
decades of the despotic and terroristic 
ideology of the Czars, which reduced the 
inhabitants of that land to absolute serf- 
dom. People who are oppressed and 
compelled to suffer hunger and priva- 
tion will embrace any kind of ism which 
holdg forth promise of relief from their 
distress. 

A striking example of the truth of this 
was afforded us during the depression 
in the '30s, when we beheld the alarm- 
ing spectacle of thousands of Americans 
parading the streets carrying red flags, 
the symbols of Communism—men and 
women who, driven to desperation by 
the pangs of hunger and lack of shelter, 
were threatening to abandon our demo- 
cratic form of government. 

It ig therefore regrettable to see 
Americans like Henry A. Wallace and 
Aubrey Williams branded as Commu- 
nists instead of being commendeli for 
suggesting measures to stem the spread 
of these un-American ideologies. An 
outstanding American statesman, who 
was none other than that wild-eyed rad- 
ical, the late President Grover Cleve- 
land, gave us th@ following excellent 
definition of Communism:

Candor on Railroad Safety 


If there were more railroad men like W. R. 
Triem, general superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, there would be fewer railroad 
accidents. Mr. Triem faces the subject of rail- 
road safety with constructive frankness. In an 
article in Railway Age, reprinted recently in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion, he said exactly what 
this newspaper has been saying for a long while: 
that the railroads are woefully behind in in- 
stalling adequate safety equipment. 

Contrast Mr, Triem’s realistic view with the 
view which had been expressed by Robert S. 
Henry, assistant to the president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads. Mr. Henry took a 
defensive attitude. He challenged the accuracy 
of statements which had been made by Ruth and 
Edward Brecher in Harper’s Magazine, and 
which the Post-Dispatch had cited in calling for 
modernization of railroad safety equipment. Mr. 
Henry said journal bearings were as good as 
roller bearings; that the air brakes generally in 
use were equal to the newer type. He strongly 
suggested that the absence of block signal pro- 
tection on some thousands of miles of track was 
a matter of no importance. 

Mr. Triem neither evades nor minimizes. .He 
says journal bearings are primitive, obsolete 
and condemned. He says the old type of brake 
is obsolete. He says the railroads are waiting 
for preventable accidents to happen on more 
than a hundred thousand miles of track before 
they install block signal protection. He declares 
the railroads should install the automatic train- 
stop device. He urges the use of intra-train 
radio, saying, as we have said, that communica- 
tion by flag and lantern and torch is an anachron- 
ism, a survival from the days of crude com- 
munication’ before the telegraph and telephone 
and radio. . 

The general superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad takes an open and courageous 
attitude toward the public responsibilities of his 
own railroad. He says, with admirable candor, 
that the wreck of the Pennsylvania’s Congres- 
sional Limited at Philadelphia on the 1943 Labor 
day week end was caused by a hot-box in a 
journal bearing and that the bearing should have 
been roller. 

Mr. Triem does not cal] an outrage a deplor- 
able circumstance. He calls it an outrage. He 
condemns the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the spinelessness it has shown in its job 
of protecting the public. He writes with the 
feeling that comes from a deep sense of per- 
sonal responsibility. He proposes the firmest 
corrective we have seen proposed: legislation by 
Congress to hold railroads criminally liable for 
preventable accidents. 

This is condemnation indeed. It is a challenge 
to the responsible public-mindedness of his fel- 
low railroad men. It is a challenge to the public 
to demand the safety it has every right to de- 
mand. -Mr. Triem says an informed public will 
demand improvement. He has done his best to 
inform it. Will the people and their represent- 
atives in Congress provide the pressure that 
will require the ICC and the railroads to as- 
sume their responsibilities for public safety as 
they seem unwilling to do on their own initia- 
tive?

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Wolf in Sheep’s Diet 


If anyone has been looking with anything like 
calm detachment at the subject of the non-smok- 
ing vegetarian, the dispatch from London about 
Barnes Neville Wallis should correct all that. 
Mr. Wallis is the man who thought up the 1l- 
ton bomb, the most destructive thing of the sort 
yet devised. And, adds the dispatch, displaying 
a fine sense of cause and effect, “Wallis is a 
non-smoking vegetarian given to introspection.” 

There is undoubtedly something about both 
non-smoking and vegetarianism that turns a 
man in on himself. Leads td brooding. For your 
expansive spirit, you must look to your smoker 
and meat-eater every time, Nothing ‘will take a 
man out of himself more quickly than a good 
broiled sirloin, or a briarful of burning burley. 

The non-smoking vegetarian, though often felt 
to be milk-and-waterish, will repay watching. 
George Bernard Shaw is one, and a rather des- 
perate fellow on the whole he turned out to be, 
with ideas.not much less explosive than Mr. 
Wallis’ bomb. And while we mean no disre- 
spect to Mr. Shaw by the juxtaposition, it is a 
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matter of fact that Adolf Hitler is a non-smoking 
vegetarian, too. 

Shakespeare, who had the best say on every 
subject, could hardly have neglected so impor- 
tant a one as this. Remember what he wrote 
about a certain suspicious character?: 


Yon Cassius has a lean and hungry look; 
He thinks too much: such men are dangerous. 
We were not there, and can only guess. But 
we would wager our bottom dollar on it. Yon 
Cassius was a non-smoking vegetarian. 
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Peace Is Not Static 


Secretary Stettinius’ announcement that the 
United States or any other nation at the nearing 
San Francisco conference has the right to move 
to amend Dumbarton Oaks should quiet recent 
acrid criticism of Senator Vandenberg for hav- 
ing dared to propose changes. 

Vandenberg’s efforts to advise the executive 
to modify its concept of the purposes and meth- 
ods of operation of the peace organization are 
directly in line with the course his Republican 
colleague, Senator Austin of Vermont, was 
praised for adopting at Mexico City. We hope 
the public won't get the idea that. Vandenberg 
is trying to upset the applecart with his eight 
amendments, but will realize that his course as 
a member of the United States delegation is in 
keeping with his purpose as a member of the 
Senate—to point the path to a more flexible and 
enduring organization of peace. 

His animating principle is stated in his memo- 

randum to the State Department proposing the 
amendments: “The art of peace is not to identi- 
fy peace with a static condition.” This recog- 
nizes an unfortunate impediment in the Cove- 
nant of the Leagug of Nations, the procedural 
difficulty in changing the methods and pro- 
cedures adopted at Versailles because of the 
need of general consent by the members. There- 
fore, the Senator proposes the elimination 
,of clauses which weuld prevent the Assembly 
from making recommendations on any matter 
then before the Security Council, and also would 
make it obligatory on the latter to investigate 
any complaints that might be laid before it of 
developing threats to peace. 

Surely the Senator is right in urging these 
changes to enable the new organization to func- 
tion in a realistic fashion. As the Baltimore 
Sun has pointed out: 


International arrangements wholly suit- 
able today may prove to be a straitjacket 
tomorrow. To adopt a constitution for the 
world without making prior provision for 
peaceful and orderly evolution is to decree 
that necessary change can be made only by 
violent means. 


The principal modification he suggests in the 
purposes of the organization is to include in its 
preamble the specific declaration that among 
them is “to establish justice and to promote re- 
spect for human rights and fundamental free- 
doms.” 

Peace is only possible if some general rule 
is set up for the guidance of those who seek 
peace, and such a proclaimed purpose would re- 
quire the Assembly to remember that it is the 
conscience of mankind, and the Security Council 
to give heed to its recommendations. Senator 
Vandenberg has done well in giving his major 
attention to these basic concerns. 
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Lines Form on MVA 


The progress made by the MVA idea since it 
came into the arena of national thought is well 
shown by what has just happened at two meet- 
ings in Omaha, and its contrast with what has 
gone before. 

Delegates at the Missouri River States Com- 
mittee session didn’t dare come out against an 
MVA in so many words. Neither did they feel 
ready to come out in favor of an MVA. So they 
took refuge in approving an utterly meaning- 
less resolution, as follows: 


We strongly urge that any consideration 
of the administration of the facilities result- 
ing from the proposed development of the 
Missouri River Basin recognize the rights of 
and grant adequate representation to the 
people of the states affected. 


It would take a Philadelphia lawyer to figure 
that one out. In fact, it sounds very much as if 
‘a Philadelphia lawyer had written it. It doesn’t 
say Yes and it doesn’t say No, but leaves the 
door open for the committee to jump either way 
when the showdown comes. 

Omaha saw another interesting development 
in the forming of a united anti-MVA front 
among three groups, two of which were at each 
other’s throats on the water-division issue only 
recently. Here is another “shotgun marriage,” 
a teaming up of enemies for the common pur- 
pose of trying to stop MVA. 

The issue is crystallizing in the valley. The 

/politicians and doubters are getting on the fence, 
while opponents gird for battle. Here is proof 
that the concept of “One big plan for one big 
river” is gaining force. 
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The Japanese tried to fool our troops in Zam- 
boanga with wooden tanks. The idea they had 
in mind, apparently, was mechanization of the 
Trojan horse,

SCOTTSBLUFF, Neb., April 7. 


Harvey Sams got off the 
train and looked about him, 
@ young man from the coun- 
try, come to clerk in the bank 
in town. There were a dozen 
buildings, huddled together on 
the bare and _ inhospitable 
plains. Two years before, it had 
been desert. Now it was Scotts- 
bluff, Neb. Population, 450.

Sams went to work in the 
bank and, like everyone else, 
he farmed, too, and fattened 
cattle. But it was hard to grow 
crops in soil that—though one 
irrigation project already had 
been built—largely lacked wa- 
ter; it was hard to sell on an 
uncertain market. One year he 
had to hire a man to take 2800 
bushels of potatoes—his year’s 
crop—out on the plains and 
dump them. Another year, his 
115 head of steers brought only 
$1700—and fattening them had 
cost him $4000 for feed. 

All that was in the first two 
decades of the century. Sams 
is a prosperous, well-to-do 
farmer now and Scottsbluff is 
a town made up of prosperous, 
well-to-do farmers, the center 


of a prospering valley along 
the North Platte River in 
Northwestern Nebraska. 

Here in the middle of what 
people with less vision and 
weaker purpose had called the 
Great American Desert, these 
men have built the sixteenth 
richest agricultural county in 
the nation, starting from noth- 
ing—a county which produces 
in a year 450,000 tons of sugar 
beets, 6,000,000 bushels of Irish 
Yietatoes, 1,500,000 bushels of 
oats and barley, 1,000,000 bush- 
els of beans, 

The secret is no secret. It is: 
irrigation.

Scottsbluff was only a town 
of 2000 in 1910. But since then, 
the bulk of the irrigation proj- 
ects have been installed—most 
of them just after the First 
World War—and it is a com- 
munity now of 12,000, in a val- 
ley of 80,000. . 

vt has become a garden in a 
desert, a phenomenal example 
of what can be accomplished 
on the richly productive land 
of the Great Plains with the 
aid of irrigation. One farmer 
has earned enough to pay for 
his farm, buildings and equip- 


ment every year. 
land-owner, who rents out 160 
acres for a one-fourth share, 
gets an income of $5000 a year 
from it. : 
“The man under the ditch”— 
the irrigation farmer—raises 
beets, and factories have 
sprung up all over the valley 
to refine sugar from them—a 
hundred million tons of beet 
sugar a year. The by-products 
—beet tops, pulp and molasses 
—are the cheapest livestock 
feed in the world, and with 
them the farmers of the Scotts- 
bluff Valley buy and feed 350,- 
000 lambs and 100,000 head of

“Military Occupation and the Rule of Law: Oceupa- 
tion Government in the Rhineland, 1918-23," by 
Ernst Fraenkel, (Oxford University Press, New

One of the complex problems that fol- 
lowed World War I is treated in this book, 
and as something more than an isolated 
item of past history. It is treated as a 
problem that should be studied thorough- 
ly at this time when Allied armies are 
occupying German territory.

Was the military occupation of the Rhine- 

land after World War I a success? Prop- 
‘erty was preserved. Criminal violence was 
suppressed and punished. To some extent, 
normal industry and trade were restored, 
Local government by Germans was re-es- 
tablished. Regular courts were encouraged 
to function. Apparently there was little 
regard for civil liberties and thé rights of 
labor. As tb any permanent benefits for 
the occupying countries, they simply did 
not come into existence. 

France wanted security from future wars, 
but did not get it. Instead, she got hostil- 
ity and ridicule from England and Ameri- 
ca. England wanted commercial advan- 
tage but did not get it, except in so far as 
she co-operated with German business men, 
America wanted satisfaction for making 
the world safe for democracy, America got 
the kind of satisfaction a drug addict gets. 

America kept 2000 soldiers in occupied 
Germany; England 10,000 and France 106, 
000. The only material benefit from the 
occupation accrued to Germany. Further- 


. More, the occupation gave rise to a highly 


successful propaganda campaign. 


Of 106,000 French soldiers in Germany, 
about 24,000 were Africans. According to an 
impartial Swedish commission of investiga- 
tion, they did not commit more than 100 
crimes of all kinds, and were probably bet- 
ter behaved than the French white soldiers, 
But the Germang made vivid throughout 
the world a “Black Horror on the Rhine” 
which was denounced in the United States 
Senate, Aug. 31, 1922, by the late Senator 
Gibert M. Hitchcock of Nebraska. He put 
the blame on France and also on our Gov- 
ernment for not protesting. 

Other stories were told about the op- 
pressed, hard-working, democratic Ger- 
mans. So the clever Germans, with the 
aid of reputable but covetous investment 
bankers in this country, were able to un- 
load millions of age PY hg a German

This temporarily makes military 
government a relatively easy task 
but no military governor is will- 
ing to predict that it will remain 
thus. I have talked to dozens in 
the Rhineland, Saar territory and 
Palatinate from Colonels in cities 
like Cologne and Saarbruecken to 
a noncommissioned officer in a 
amall spot like Gruenstadt in the 
Palatinate. — 

Almost invariably they say the 
biggest problem is caring for dis- 
placed persons, of which there are 
estimated to be eight millions— 
five and a half million civilians 
and two and a half million lib- 
erated Allied slave laborers and 
prisoners of war. 

Wherever I went Germans were 
overawed by the American dis- 
play of military force. They see 
the war machine rolling endlessly 
over German streets, carrying 
guns of terrific fire power, bull- 
dozers of unheard strength, trucks 
carrying husky G. Ils. They see 
Signal Corps units everywhere, 
stretching communications lines 
with amazing speed, engineers re- 
pairing blasted bridges, traffic 
M. Ps untangling traffic jams. 
Already they know, only too well, 
how frightful is the efficiency of 
the Allied Air Force. All this 
adds up to their realizing fully 
that defeat already is an accom- 
plished fact. 


Attitude of Defeated. 


The attitude of the conquered 
Germans varies from an expressed 
desire to co-operate to sullen ac- 
ceptance of a situation that can- 
mot be changed. In the Rhine- 
land, especially Cologne, people 
went out of their way to offer 
help. 

In the Saarland on the whole, 
they are more grudging. Various 
Allied military Government offi- 
cials testified the German attitude 
was neither friendly nor hostile— 
merely acceptance. But here, too, 
the picture was not unanimous. 
At Saarbruecken, for instance, the 
attitude of the population was de 
ascribed as co-operative. 

In the Palatinate, co-operation 
appears faultiest in cities the least 
touched by war, whereas civilians 
in totally wrecked places like 
Ludwigshafen and Worms evince 
a definite anxiety to fit them- 
selves into the new picture, 


3 Factors Easing Task. 


Military government officials 
everywhere agree that three fac- 
tors make their task easier than 
was expected: The German's re- 
spect for order, his cleanliness and 
his devotion to his job. 

As these officials see it, the 
average German with a _ long 
tradition of obedience to authori- 
ty behind him, accepted Nazism 
because it constituted the only 
authority in the Reich. Now that 
authority is gone and—fortunately 


two months that the bewildered German population in eccu- 
pied territory for the most part medkly does what it is told. 


They abandoned thelr peoples 
and fled with the retreating 
armies. This did more to de- 
bunk the Nazis in the eyes of 
the German people than any 
amount of propaganda, 

With Nazi authority gone, the 
bewildered German turned to 
the next authority—the military 
government. They take orders 
just as they did from _ the 
Nazis. The picture is somewhat 
misleading, however, because 
many military government offi- 
cials wonder what will happen 
once we get to regions from 
which the Nazis cannot escape. 
German cleanliness is a _ by- 
word among military government 
officers. In every city I visited, 
housewives were cleaning win- 
dows, scrubbing floors, removing 
debris and men were repairing 
damage and inserting’ glass 
panes. In rural sections they 
were doing the spring planting. 


The ‘Little Man.’ 


The average German “little 
man” lives for his job and fam- 
ily. It hurts him to destroy what 
he created. This explains why 
orders to sabotage plants before 
the Americans arrived often were 
not carried out. This regard for 
their job also explains in part, 
AMG officers said, why tech- 
nicians are so ready to assist in 
getting their city in running or 
der again. 


There is no doubt the Germans 
prefer American occupation to 
French or Russian. The Germans 
fear the liberated Russians most, 
for these were probably the worst 
treated as forced laborers; the 
Russians, on their part, have a 
long memory for the bad bosses 
they worked under. 


Germans in most occupied areas 
are so bewildered and awestruck 
that they make no complaints 
and present no grievances, but 
they do plead to be permitted to 
resume whatever factories are 
relatively intact. 


Military governors thus far 
have discovered no evidence of 
the Nazi subversive under- 
ground. They regard typical 
Nazis as bullies who fold up 
when the game is up and who 
are not likely to be able to sell 
themselves as underground 
leaders, in view of the fact 
they unheroically fled. AMG 
officials admit, however, the pic- 
ture may prove different once 
all Germany is conquered and 
the Nazis cannot escape. 

It is too early as yet for any 
picture of the civilian Germany 
of the future to emefge. 


Many AMG officials believe that 
once Hitler is licked and uncon- 
ditional surrender is imposed, 
new, competent leaders will 
emerge. Others, less optimistic, 


for the Allies—the Nazi authori- 
ties left under disgraceful condi- 
tions.

fore the military government can 
become a mere advisory function.

SOMEWHERE IN GERMANY. 
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So far, these activities are infre- 
quent, and unimportant except as 
forerunners of the future. In most 
German cities now held by us, the 
bulk of the people remained by 
choice—chiefly ordinary, drab Ger- 
mans, who were probably all fair- 
weather Nazis. 

But scattered among them are 
a few deliberately left behind to 
form the nucleus of an under- 
ground, They are not yet fully 
organized and active. Some of the 
rasher ones snipe at our soldiers 
at night. Some have been caught 
in American uniforms. Others 
threaten Germans who have taken 
office under our military govern- 
ment. 


Industrialists Real Peril. 

But the most dangerous ones 
are big industrialists with prewar 
business connections in Britain 
and the United States. In each of 
the big industrial] cities, sooner or 
later, either the director of a 
leading industry or one of the key 
men of a factory, left to watch 
over the interests, establishes con- 
tact with the Americans’and un- 
doubtedly reports back what we 
are doing with the plant. 

We have found such personages 
in Frankfurt, Ludwigshaven, 
Mannheim, Kassel and Mainz. 
They are there to save German 
heavy industry from annihilation 
—if necessary by co-operating 
with the occupying forces, They 
speak good English, are highly 
presentable and know influential 
people in Britain or the United 
States. 

Interrogation almost always 
catches them lying, either about 
production or damage to a plant, 
and always about their affiliations 
with the Nazis. One man ex- 
pressed his pleasure at the Amer- 
icans’ arrival, looked forward to 
working with us and vehemently 
denoumced everything Nazi. But 
reports showed him to be a lead- 
ing Nazi. He represented the steel 
industry on the Berlin Production 
Board. 

Combat troops who comb towns 
as they are occupied are not taken 
in by these people. But they all 
fear that rear area troops who

follow them up may be. 

Little indication exists that the 
Germans are obeying instructions 
to act as “werewolves.” Yet there 
is the mysterious assassination 
of the Burgometster of Aachen, 
Franz Oppenhof, Standing with 
him at the door of his house when 
he was shot was the Naziphile 
former Burgomaster Faust, ap- 
pointed by the first military gov- 
ernment officer, then deposed. 
Faust’s is the only account of the 
deed and is therefore highly sus- 
pect. 

But a parachute kit was found 
in the back yard, supporting the 
story that three German para- 
troopers had been dropped to dis- 
pose of Germans working with 
us. A few days later, however, 
the Germans claimed that “were- 
wolves” had killed Oppenhof, 


Other Murders Expected. 
Many such assassinations are 
foreseen, Captured cities are 
slowly filling up as evacuees re- 
turn, among them S. 8. men and 
other agents in civilian clothes. 
A large number of German sol- 
diers, returning as civilians, also 
are going to give us trouble. 

The war itself may end in a 
few weeks, but the fighting may 
continue for months, even years. 
Elimination of the Nazis will take 
years of occupation, a carefully 
planned education program—which 
does not exist now—and wariness 
in accepting proffers of friend- 
ship and collaboration. 


DIE-HARD NAZI IS PROMOTED 


Gen. Schoerner Said to Be East 
Front Commander. 

LONDON, April 7 (AP).— The 
German DNB agency announced 
tonight that Gen, Ferdinand 
Schoerner had been promoted to 
field marshal and appointed com- 
mander-in-chief on the eastern 
front. 

Schoerner, a die-hard Nazi, was 
appointed to command an army 
group on the eastern front last 
April, and was reported in Ro- 
mania last July, just before Ro-

2. Development of Okinawa’s 
six airfields into longer, sturdier 
airdromes, 

3. Transformation of the pres- 
ent “excellent network of poor 
roads” into several hundred miles 
of two-lane, modern, coral high- 
ways so that approaches can be 
made from two directions to any 
point on the island, at present a 
physical impossibility. 

4. Hospitals for Navy and Army 
personnel and Okinawa civilians. 

5. A health program for civil- 
ians, who fortunately aré proving 
to be friendly, and a general effort 
to improve island sanitation. 

Okinawa, 60 miles long and 
three to 10 miles wide, is more 
than twice the size of Guam, and 
has a better climate. At present 
what construction is being done 
is exclusively for tactical pur- 
poses. But the island commander 
is ready with complete plans 
when his Marines and Doughboys 
finish occuping the ground. 

Incidentally, the commander is 
pretty proud of these plans, which 
bright young men on his staff 
drew up while thousands of miles 
away, with the ald only of photo- 
graphs and maps. None of the 
men had ever laid eyes on the 
place. Now they are able to start 
walking over the ground and 
checking their plans; and _ the 
plans are proving to be so well 
drawn, according to the com- 
mander, that no, changes are nec- 
essary.

SERIOUS DEFEAT AT SEA FOR JAPAN

HE total inability of the Japanese naval and air power to do 
anything effective to protect the Japanese homeland could hardly 
have been more completely demonstrated than in the Friday- 


Saturday actions off the Ryukyu 


The establishment of an Amer'!- 
can air and naval base on Okin- 
awa Island means not only new 
airfields: within easy striking dis- 
tance of Japanese industrial cen- 
ters, but also the extension of the 
blockade of Japan to the East 
China and Yellow Seas, and the 
cutting of the main lines of sup- 
ply for the Japanese armies in 
central and south China, 

Confronted by this grim pros- 
pect, the Japanese tried to strike 
a counter-blow to interfere with 
the accomplishment of our pur- 
poses. It is reastdnable to suppose 
that they put everything into this 
counter-attack which they could 
collect for the purpose, 


3-Part Attack. 


Their attack was in three parts: 

(1) An air attack against our 
naval covering force off the 
Ryukyus Friday morning and aft- 
ernoon. This attack seems to have 
been directed particularly against 
two carrier task groups com- 
manded by R. Adm. Frederick C. 
Sherman and R. Adm. J. J. Clark. 
Our surface forces suffered only 
superficial damage; our losses in 
aircraft are not stated. The Jap- 
anese lost 245 aircraft. 

(2) An air attack against our 
shipping off Okinawa, and our 
shore installations on that island, 
late Friday afternoon and evening. 
In this operation, at a cost of 116 
aircraft, the Japanese succeeded 
in sinking three of our destroyers 
and damaging several other de- 
stroyers and smaller craft. Admiral 
Nimitz’s communique says that no 
larger fleet units were hit, but 
what loss or damage was inflicted 
on merchant shipping is not 
stated, nor our losses in aircraft. 

(8) The third element in the 
Japanese plan seems to have con- 
templated the use of a naval task 
group formed around their best 
remaining battleship, the 43,000- 
ton Yamato. This group included 
the Yamato, two light cruisers and 
about nine destroyers. 

The time and direction of the in- 
tended use of this group are not 
clear; many Japanese plans seem 
to be somewhat confused on time 
and space factors, The Japanese 
task group was sighted by our 
carrier-based reconnaissance air- 
craft early on Saturday morning; 
its position and course at that 
time are not stated, except that 
it had passed south of Kyushu 
and was in the East China sea. 

It is possible that it was within 
striking distance of Okinawa 
when it was discovered, and that 
it immediately turned back, pos- 
sibly because the American recon- 
Naissance planes were. sighted; 
but it is also possgble that the 
Japanese commander turned back 
earlier, perhaps during Friday

night, because of the failure of 
the air attacks. 

There can be little doubt that 
the Japanese intention was to get 
the Yamato and her cruisers and 
destroyers in among our shipping 
off Okinawa under cover of the 
two air attacks, one of which was 
supposed to keep our carriers 
from interfering while the other 
struck at the main target at Oki- 
nawa itself. 


Failure of Plan. 

At any rate, this part of the 
Japanese plan turned out a total 
failure. Our carrier task force 
under V. Adm. Mitscher (includ- 
ing the task groups of R. Adm. 
Sherman and R .Adm, Clark, still 
“fully operational” despite Japa- 
nese efforts, and two other task 
groups as well) brought the Japa- 
nese surface force under air at- 
tack about Saturday midday, some 
50 miles southwest of Kyushu. The 
great battleship, the two cruisers 
and three of the destroyers were 
sunk, three destroyers left burn- 
ing, and about three other de- 
stroyers were all that was left 
to bear the bad news back to 
Japan, There was no air opposi- 
tion over the Japanese ships, but 
our carrier forces did shoot down 
30 enemy aircraft in other con- 
tacts Saturday, 


We lost seven aircraft, presum- 
ably to Japanese naval antiair- 
craft fire. Also four Japanese air- 
craft were destroyed on the 
ground during an air attack on 
Kyushu itself, and 18 others dam- 
aged or probably destroyed. 

Thus, for the two days, the Jap- 
anese navy and air force lost a 
total of 395 aircraft, plus 18 “‘pos- 
sible’; also their best battleship, 
two cruisers, at least three and 
possibly six destroyers. 

Our known losses are three de- 
stroyers and seven aircraft. It 
seems quite likely that in addition 
we may have lost a number of 
aircraft Friday, particularly dur- 
ing the desperately pushed-home 
attack against our forces at Oki- 
nawa. Probably during that same 
attack we suffered some loss of 
merchant shipping and landing 
craft. But these losses have not 
made the least difference in the 
vigor with which our land opera- 
tions on Okinawa are being 
pressed, nor our naval operations 
off-shore. 

The Japanese riposte was com- 
pletely futile. It cost Japan far 
more than it was worth—for the 
Japanese air force is in no condi- 
tion to sustain the loss of some 
400 aircraft, while the sinking of 
the Yamato so cripples the re- 
maining striking power of the 
Japanese fleet as to render it vir- 


tually negligible ta~future. 


BRITAIN FILLS MOSF 
MEDICAL NEEDS OF 
YANKS IN ENGLAND 


Three Fourths of Supplies in 
2 Years Furnished Under 
Reverse Lend-Lease. 


LONDON, April 7 (AP)—Three 
fourths of the American Army’s 
total medical requirements in 
Britain—items ranging from arti- 
ficial eyes made of plastic to 78 
tons of bicarbonate of soda—were 
received from England under re- 
verse lend-lease in a two-year pe- 
riod, it was announced today.

The supplies included 20 million

Artificial plastic eyes. a British 
wartime invention, aré one of the 
most remarkable items, the report 
said. 

Short of trained technicians to 
produce the eyes in sufficient 
quantities, Britain put the tech- 
nique and materials at the dis- 
posal of the United States Army 
which set up a training system 
in England whereby its dental 
technicians could be schooled to

Amerians Busy 
Studying V-2 
Rocket Secrets 


Seven Fully Intact 
Bombs Among 
Those Captured 
Tuesday.

HE secrets of Germany’s V-2 
T rocket bomb are completely 
out of the bag. 

American explosives experts are 
examining a trainload of the 
mammoth rocket bombs, contain- 
ing nine and one-half of the 
weapons, including seven. that 
were intact except for their war- 
heads—which are of no scientific 
interest and contain no secrets. 

This precious trainlead was 
stopped last Tuesday just as it 
was entering a tunnel near Broms- 
kirchen, southwest of Paderborn, 
apparently by tanks of the Amer- 
ican Third Armored Division. The 
Germans had no time to booby- 
trap or otherwise destroy the 
rockets. 

They lay under tarpaulins, laden 
with precious scientific secrets in 
the form of multitudinous wires, 
wireless control instruments, gen- 
erators and tricky gadgets of a 
dozen different sorts. 


Each 40 Feet Long. 


The bodies of rockets without 
the missing warheads were each 
about 40 feet long. Each occu- 
pied a flatcar of its own, 

They were beautifully stream- 
lined and sheathed in a double 
coating of smooth alloy. The giant 
fuel tanks in the rear ends of the 
monsters were insulated by six 
inches of glass wool, The interiors 
contained lots of plywood fixtures 
and the weapons as a whole ap- 
peared cheaply but beautifully 
made, 

The tail ends were studies In 
themselves. Funnels of heavy alloy 
provided vents for jet propulsion, 
about 4 feet in diameter at the 
outer sides and about 3 feet on 
the inner. 

Within each you could see a 
battery of 36 jets leading from a 
gas turbine, 

There were four giant copper- 
alloy fins, 6 feet tall, arranged 
around the jet vents and on the 
inner edge of each was another 
fin made of heavy metal, set on 
a movable platform remotely con- 
trolled by radio apparatus within 
the rocket and, in the final in- 
stance, by a control unit at the 
launching site. These are designed 
to steer the rocket in its flight. 


Gadgets in the Front. 

The front ends where the war- 
heads are bolted on contained the 
scientific works and it would have 
taken a far better man than I am 
to tell what it was all about. The 
round bodies were divided into 
four compartments. In the upper 
left one were control knobs, which 
were adjusted before the take-off 
by the operator to determine line 
and duration of flight.

If I estimate public opinion accu- 
rately, the majority of men and 
women in the United States are 
demanding the creation of a 
United Nations organization which 
can act—to enforce peace, and to 
find the means of achieving eco- 
nomic and social security. 

Nor have I any reason to think 
that the millions of men and 
women to whom the Atlantic 
Charter has been the one clear 
beacon light of international mo- 
rality during these dark years are 
going to regard its provisions as 
“grandiose ambiguities.” 


Underlying Issue. 

But the underlying issue raised 
by Lippmann is whether the 
conference at San Francisco 
should refuse to try to find reme- 
dies for cotditions which menace 
the peace of the world merely be- 
cause they involve what he calls 
“complex and explosive ques- 
tions.” 

I have previously made clear my 
conviction that no international 
organization will be able to estab- 
lish world conditions which make 
for peace, if it does not give de- 
pendent peoples who are deter- 
mined to obtain self-government 
and who are found capable of self- 
government, the assurance that 
they can obtain that right. 

Lippmann maintaing that the 
United States, in approaching any 
genera) solution of the colonial 
question, should consider its own 
problems as a colonial power. He 
declares that the grant of imme 
diate independence to the Philip- 
pine islands cannot serve as a 
model for such a solution. He 
feels that the American 
have no intention necessarily of 
using that solution in the case of 
Alaska, the Hawaiian islands, Pu- 
erto Rico, the Panama Canal 
Zone, or the Virgin islands, These

forgotten that the United States 
is not the sovereign of this terri- 
tory. By the basic treaty between 
the Republic of Panama and the 
United States, this country is 
granted “the use, occupation and 
control” of the zone, for the con- 
struction, operation and protection 
of the canal, but it is specifically 
provided that the authority of the 
United States within the zone 
shall be the same as that which it 
could exercise “if it were the 
sovereign.” The Canal Zone con- 
sequently cannot properly be re- 
garded as a colonial dependency 
of the United States. Its juridical 
sovereign is the Republic of Pan- 
ama, : 

Among the dependent areas un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United 
States, Puerto Rico presents the 
only instance where there have 
been heard some voices asking for 
independence. Full autonomy has 
already been granted to the citi- 
zens of Puerto Rico. Should a ma- 
jority of the people of the island 
actually vote for political and eco- 
nomic independence from the 
United States, public opinion here 
would unquestionably insist that 
that demand be satisfied. 

But in the case of the peoples 
Of Hawaii, of Alaska and of the 
Virgin islands, there has been 
heard no call for independence, 
And ‘Dominica,’ Too. 

Lippmann insists that it would 
be neither feasible nor wise to 
make any present colonial power 
accountable to an international! or- 
ganization. He says, “It is not in 
the cards to make the Governor 
of Alaska, or the Governor Gener- 
al of Bermuda, or the Governor 
of Tunis, legally answerable to an 
assembly in which Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Iran, Liberia, Ethiopia, Do- 
minica, Haiti, sit ‘as sovereign 
— It would be a mistake to 
ry.” 

By Dominica, Lippmann un- 
doubtedly has in mind the Domin- 
ican Republic, for the island of 
Dominica is a British colony, and 
not entitled to a seat in an as- 
sembly of sovereign powers. 

The majority of these smaller 
powers mentioned by Lippmann 
are inhabited by nationals of the 
so-called “colored races.” 

I can see no reason why that 
fact should make their representa- 
tives in a world body any the less 
eligible to serve as guardians of 
the interests of dependent peoples. 

There has, of course, been no 
suggestion from any responsible 
quarter that the international or- 
ganization should undertake di- 
rectly to govern territories now 
under the jurisdiction’ of the co- 
lonial powers among the United 
Nations. It has, on the contrary, 
been proposed that these colonial 
powers admit responsibility to an 
internationa] trusteeship for their

Finally, Lippmann asserts that 
nothing can intelligently be done 
with regard to colonial peoples un- 
til the major powers negotiate se- 
curity pacts, and determine what 
shall be done with regard to se 
curity bases. 


Issues Confused. | 

Lippmann seems to me here to 
confuse two wholly distinct issues. 

Bases required for international 
security purposes will rarely in- 
clude within their boundaries 
more than a few thousand inhabi- 
tants. The welfare of these in- 
habitants is a matter that can be 
regulated with proper regard for 
their best interests when interna- 
tional security pacts are consume 
mated. 

But this very limited aspect of 
the general problem of interna- 
tional security has no bearing 
whatever upon the question 
whether an international organi- 
zation should, in the interest of 
world peace and of world stability, 
assist hundreds of millions of 
presently “subservient” peoples to 
enjoy that measure of self-govern- 
ment for which it believes them 
to be ready. 

If the international organization 
to come refrains from grappling 
with vital moral issues whenever 
they appear “complex and explo- 
sive,” it will not long survive, 
That is one of the chief reasons 
why the League of Nations failed, 
The new organization must surely 
be more than a pallid consultative 
board. It must assert moral re- 
sponsibility. It must act with the 
authority which can only spring 
from justice and right, backed by 
power, By no other means can it 
become the “way of salvation.”

Parties to Pick Nominees for State 
Senate Redistricting Board This 
Week, to Correct 44-Year-Old Evil 


Membership of Commission to Determine 
Whether Honest Revision Gives Repre- 
sentation to All, or Whether Horse-Trad- 
ing Throws Missouri Into Political Chaos.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 7. 


N taking the initial steps next week toward setting up the ma- 
chinery for abolishing the 44-year-old gerrymander of state sena- 
torial districts and completely revising the districting, the Repub- 


lican and Democratic State Committees will make a start toward 
solving one of the most intricate, perplexing and controversial prob- 
lems of state political government. 


Each committee will compile a 
list of 10 persons, from which Gov. 
Donnelly will select five, making 
a commission of 10 to lay out the 
34 districts. The Democratic com- 
mittee will meet in Jefferson City 
Tuesday and the Republican com- 
mittee in St. Louis Saturday. 

If the committees select fair- 
minded, broad-gauged representa- 
tives for the commission, setting 
aside thought of narrow partisan 
advantage, the opportunity will be 
presented for an honest district- 
ing which will give representation 
to all parts of the state. If they 
choose last-ditch partisans who 
are unwilling to approach the 
problem with a give-and-take at- 
titude, a districting may be 
blocked and a condition of polit- 
ical and legislative chaos result. 


Wear Strikes Ominous Note. 


Democratic State Chairman 
Sam Wear’s call for the meeting 
of his committee contained a faint 
suggestion of preparation for a 
political battle. “It is of the ut- 
most importance,” he said in the 
call, “that the Democratic party 
be ably and militantly represented 
on the Senatorial redistricting 
commission.” 

Chairman Grover Dalton of the 
Republican committee, on the 
other hand, stressed the need for 
informed, able and fair repre- 
sentatives. 

“Here is a splendid opportunity 
for ideal statesmanship,” Dalton 
said, “and for a service of devo- 
tion to all of the people of the 
state. Those selected should be 
citizens of impeccable character. 
They should be familiar with the 
political history, governmental 
structure and area of the state 
and the distribution of its popu- 
lation. They should have a keen 
understanding of statistics and be 
adept in their use. And, finally, 
they should be skilled negotiators, 
but eminently just, and possessed 
of an abundance of zeal, patience 
and tact.” 


However, regardless of the ad- 
vice of the chairmen, each com- 
mittee is likely to put on its list 
some expert horse traders, men 
who could trade off a spavined 
old nag for a thoroughbred and 
get something to boot. Most polli- 
ticlans look upon “a fair advan- 
tage” as something to strive for 
in politics, and it cannot be ex- 
pected that all the members of 
a commission selected by politi- 
cal committees will ignore the 
general rules of the game. 

Committee Allowed 6 Months. 

Within 30 days after the lists 
are submitted, the Governor will 
be required to select the 10 who 
will compose the commission. 
Within six months after the mem- 
bers are appointed, the commis- 
sion must complete the job of re- 
districting. Seven of the 10 must 
agree to make the districting ef- 
fective. If the commission fails to 
reach an agreement, it will be 
automatically discharged at the 
end of six months, and-17, or half 
the state Senators, will be elected 
at large in the State in 1946. 

It is hardly conceivable that 
the commission will permit a sit- 
uation to arise under which elec- 
tion of Senators would be at large. 
That occurred in the election of 
Congressmen in 1932, the Legisla- 
ture having failed to pass a Con- 
gressional redistricting bill, and, 
the state going heavily Demo- 
cratic that year, all Congressmen 
elected were Democrats. There re- 
sulted a political condition which 
enabled Boss Tom Pendergast of 
Kansas City to increase greatly 
the power of his political machine. 

The election of Senators at large 
would almost certainly mean that 
all would be of one party. By a 
political deal between St. Louis 
and Kansas City it might mean 
that all or nearly all would be 
from those two cities. 

. Pressure on Commission. 

Even With a commission of the 
very highest type, districting will 
be an extremely difficult job. The 
members will be harassed by Sen- 
ators who want to hold their jobs 
and who want districts arranged 
in their persona] interests. 

There will be strong political 
pressure from the party organiza- 
tions to arrange the district lines 
that their parties will be certain 
to control the Senate. 

Under the present gerrymander, 
created in 1901, the Democrats 
have controlled the Senate in all 
except two legislatures, 1921 and 
1945, the Republicans winning a 
bare majority of the Senate seats 
in the landslide elections of 1918 
and 1920, and again getting a bare 
majority in 1945 through the elec- 
tions of 1942 and 1944. 

The districting of 1901 was an 
open and brazen éxercise of poli- 
tical power, the counties being so 
grouped as to make Democratic 
control of the Senate certain for 
many years. There was great dis- 
parity in population as between 
the districts then and this has 
been increased ns population has 
shifted. One district, the Twelfth 
in northeast Missouri, has a pop- 
ulation of only 45,718, while the 
Twenty-fifth, consisting of Frank- 
lin Gasconade and St. Louis 
Counties, has 320,512. 

Under the new Constitution the 
population of the districts is de- 
termined by dividing the total 
population of the state by 34, the 
number of districts, to obtain a 
base for population of each. The 
population of no districts may 
vary from this base by more than 


one-fourth. Thus no district may 
have fewer than 83,486 nor more 
than 139,144 residents. 

Gain for Metropolitan Areas. 

There will be a shift in the pro- 
portionate representation of the 
larger cities and rural areas under 
the new districting. St. Louis will 
have seven Senators instead of 
six, St. Louis County will have 
two instead of sharing one with 
two other counties, and Jackson 
County (Kansas City) will have 
four instead of two. Thus the 
metropolitan areas, including St. 
Joseph with its one Senator, will 
have 14 Senators instead of 10, 
and the rural areas will have 20 
instead of 24. 

Some of the difficulties which 
will be encountered by the com- 
mission, regardless of how much 
it may desire to do a fair job, may 
be gathered from a districting 
plan submitted to the Constitu- 
tional Convention by Ruby W. 
Benecke of Brunswick. Benecke 
is undoubtedly the outstanding 
authority on districting in the 
state, having made an _ intense 
study of it as a delegate to the 
convention, It is virtually certain 
that he will be named as one of 
the Republican members of the 
commission. 

After months of study, Benecke 
presented a districting plan to the 
convention. In an analysis of five 
elections, he reached a conclusion 
that under his proposed district- 
ing, 16 districts would be “reli- 
ably” Democratic, 13 “reliably” 
Republican and five doubtful. He 
wanted his districts set out in 
the Constitution, but the Conven- 
tion rejected his proposal, largely 
because of the highly controversial 
character of the subject, and be- 
cause of a fear that to attempt to 
lay out districts would arouse so 
much political opposition § that 
adoption of the Constitution would 
be endangered. 

Some Senators to Suffer. 

Under the Benecke plan, as 
would be under any plan which 
could be devised, some important 
toes were stepped upon. Certain 


‘Senators would be automatically 


removed from the Senate and 
would be unable even to be can- 
didates in the next election, Others 
in districts safe for them politi- 
cally would find themselves in new 
districts politically hostile to 
them. 

In addition to laying out dis- 
tricts, the commission must num- 
ber the districts. Senators from 
even-numbered districts will be 
elected in 1946 and each four years 
thereafter, while those in  odd- 
numbered districts will be elected 
in 1948 and each four years there- 
after. This matter of numbering 
is important to the political fu- 
ture of Senators. 

Because of their transfer from 
even-numbered to ddd-numbered 
districts, six of the present Sena- 
tors, whose terms expire at the 
end of 1946, would not be eligible 
for re-election in 1946 under the 
Benecke proposal, two of them, 
Quinn of Maywood and Allison of 
Rolla, being veteran Senators. The 
Others are Frisby of Bethany, 
Riggen of Milan, Hart of Ver- 
sailles and Robinett of Mountain 
Grove. Senator Erdwin of Con- 
cordia would be thus retired in 
1948, the end of his present term. 

Most of these Senators want to 
retain their seats, and the pres- 
sure on the commission to so ar- 
range the districts that they can 
hold on, will be tremendous. But 
if the districts are arranged to 
their advantage, they will be to 
the disadvantage of others. 

Because of the necessity of in- 
creasing the area of rural dis- 
tricts, due to the fact that out- 
side St. Louis, and Jackson and 
St. Louis counties, the number of 
districts will be reduced from 24 
to 20, there necessarily will be 
some cases in which at least two 
of the present Senators will find 
themselves in the same district, 
and one must give way to the 
other. — 

It is impossible to determine 
the effect of the Benecke plan on 
any of the present St. Louis Sen- 
ators, because the Election Board 
and not the commission will de- 
cide the boundaries of districts 
within St. Louis. 

The members of the commission 
will need courage to resist the 
pressure from influential politic- 
ians, there must be give-and-take 
in the negotiations, and there 
must be an absence of obstinate 
partisanship if the commission 
does its job fairly and decently.

Wickard told the subcommittee 
this week that he believed the Lu- 
cas proposal was “equally as im- 
portant a piece of legislation as 
the original REA Act.” 

In summary, this bill would per- 
mit the drafting of careful, well- 
integrated plans for completing 
the rural electrification job by au- 
thorizing an appropriation of up 
to $5,000,000 a year for surveys and 
by permitting the REA to borrow 
over a three-year period from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, instead of one year as at 
present.

Sided With Administration. 


Previously in the squabble over 
Henry Wallace’s appointment as 
Secretary of Commerce, Lucas 
sided with the Administration by 
voting against the motion to take 
up the nomination of the former 
Vice President before action on 
the George bill to separate the 
lending agencies from the Com- 
merce Department. He then voted 
for the George bill. 

“I am for Wallace as Secretary 
of Commerce,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch at the time, “but after 
analyzing Jesse Jones’ testimony 
I was convinced that the com- 
bined jobs gave too much power 
to one man—Jesse Jones, Henry 
Wallace or anybody else.” 

Lucas has known what it is to 
be a poor farm boy.

Members of the Communist party 
are pledged not to accept more 
than one-third of the elected posi- 
tions in any local or regional gov- 
ernment, with the result that the 
administration of the various 
areas is carried out by coalition 
governments representing all par- 
ties and classes. 

The economic program of the 
guerrilla areas also reflects the 
Communists’ belief that what 
China needs is to lay the founda- 
tion for modern economic develop- 
ment and individual free enter- 
prise in which all sections of the 
population can co-operate. Modern 
agrarian reforms have been intro- 
duced to relieve the peasants of 
excessive rent and interest 
charges, but the rights of land- 
lords who have remained in the 
guerrilla areas have been recog- 
nized and protected, the payment 
of equitable rents being made 
obligatory.

One of the most important 
achievements of the Border Re- 
gion has been the increase in 
agricultural production through 
the reclamation of waste land, im- 
proved methods, and the policy of 
requiring agricultural labor from 
every able-bodied person, includ- 
ing soldiers and officials, 


Doubly Blockaded. 


These political and economic 
policies, coupled with a broad pro- 
gram of popular education, have 
unquestionably been primarily re- 
sponsible for the military success 
of the guerrilla forces despite the 
difficult material conditions under 
which they have been compelled 
to operate. Blockaded by both the 
Japanese and by Central Govern- 
ment troops, they have been forced 
to depend chiefly on munitions 
and equipment captured from the 
Japanese, Yet their excellent in- 
telligence service, ° based on the 
loyal co-operation of the civilian 
population, has enabled them to 
withstand innumerable “mopping 
up” campaigns by vastly better- 
armed Japanese troops. During 
the period 1939-1944, they occupied 
the full attention of more than 
350,000 Japanese troops and some 
500,000 puppet troops, and account- 
ed for nearly half the total cas- 
ualties inflicted on the Japanese 
by all Chinese armed forces. Un- 
able to equip their forces for 
large-scale offensive operations, 
they have fought thousands of 
small battles and skirmishes, con- 
stantly disrupted Japanese com- 
munication lines, and recaptured 
large areas behind and between 
the Japanese-held railway zones. 

All reports by both civilian and 
military observers that have re- 
cently visited the Communist-led 
border region and other guerrilla 
areas support the conclusion that 
the Chinese Communists are sin- 
cere in their professed desire to 
see the establishment of a genu- 
inely democratic system of govern- 
ment, and the carrying through of 
a thorough program of agrarian 
reform, and that they are working 
hard tq put such a program into 
practice. These observers are also 
agreed that the condition of the 
people in the _ guerrilla areas, 
whether judged fr the stand- 
point of economic fare or dem- 
ocratic rights, is far ahead of that 
of the average Chinese in those 
'parts of China controlled by the 


i 


Kuomintang, whose leaders have 
opposed agrarian reform and-‘ruth- 
lessly suppressed civil liberties. 

We come now to the question 
that is of most immediate con- 
cern to Americans. What are the 
chances for a reconciliation be- 
tween the Kuomintang and the 
Communists that will make. pos- 
sible the united effort of all China’s 
fighting forces in the forthcoming 
land offensive against Japan? 
That such a reconciliation is of 
the utmost importance,.to our joint 
war effort is certain. It is ob- 
vious, for example, that American 
landings in China wouRl be great- 
ly facilitated if close working re- 
lations had previously been estab- 
lished with the Chinese guerrilla 
forces operating in the coastal 
areas. 

Defer to Chungking. 

Yet we have refrained from es- 
tablishing such relations out of 
deference to the political sensibili- 
ties the Chungking Government. 
It is equally obvious that an of- 
fensive against the Japanese in 
North China and Manchuria would 
be greatly aided if we were able 
to supply the guerrillas in those 
areas with munitions and equip- 
ment. Yet it was recently report- 
ed that when the Chinese Com- 
munists asked that the American 
Army supply them. with some of 
the equipment it had captured 
from the Japanese, the Chungking 
Government would not permit this 
material to be shipped to the 
Communist areas. 

(Editor’s note: The United 
States’ position was made clear 
by Ambassador Patrick J. Hurley 
in an interview given in Washing- 
ton last Monday. He told reporters 
that the United States would not 
supply captured arms to the Chi- 
nese Communists as the latter 
weg? an armed political party. 
Giving #hem arms, he said, would 
be tantamount to the recognition 
of another belligerent.) 

Admittedly the prospects for an 
agreement between the Kuomin- 
tang and the Communists are not 
bright at present. But the situa- 
tion will remain deadlocked only 
as long as the extreme reactionary 
wing of the Kuomintang remains 
in power. For the real internal 
conflict in China today is not a 
struggle between the Kuomintang 
and the Communists for political 
power. 

It is a struggle between the old 
and the new; between those who 
have a vested interest in pre- 
serving the social structure of an- 
cient China, with its emphasis on 
rule by a privileged bureaucracy 
and its preindustrial economy sup- 
ported by the hand labor of mil- 
lions of peasants, and those. who 
wish to build a new China, based 
on a democratic systei.: of gov- 
ernment and modern methods of 
production, 


Spokesman for New China. 


The spokesmen for this new 
China are by no means limited to 
the Chinese Communists and their 
supporters in the guerrilla areas. 
They include most intellectuals in 
Kuomintang China, members of 
the “little parties” organized sur- 
reptitiously into the Chinese Dem- 
ocratic League, many younger 
army officers, and the more for- 
ward looking industrialists and 
bankers. The very fact that the 
Chungking oligarchy has. been 
forced to use extreme repressive 
measures 40 remain in power is 
sufficient evidence that the Chi- 
nese people as a whole do not 
willingly support the self-appoint- 
ed protagonists of the old order in 
China. Popular pressure for a 
democratic solution of China's po- 
litical and economic problems is 
mounting, and there is every rea- 


son to hope that the die-hard ele-, 


ments in the Kuomintang may be 
forced to vield—thus setting the 
stage for Kuomintang-Communist 
collaboration within the frame- 
work of a genuinely democratic 
political structure. 

As far as America is concerned, 
however, the danger is that this 
change may not come in time to 
facilitate our offensive against 
Japan. In terms of American 
lives, the price that will be ex- 
acted from us will be high. Thus, 
in our interest,- it would seem 
clear that American policy for the 
present should be aimed at de- 
feating Japan as quickly as pos- 
sible with all the forces avail- 
able to us. It would be disastrous 
if our military and political rep- 
resentatives-in China permitted 
our military strategy to be con- 
fused or weakened by the Chung- 
king contention that Communism 
is a central issue in China. Every- 
thing possible should be done to 
strengthen the Chungking armies 
as an effective fighting force. But 
there is no military or political 
reason that can justify a failure 
to send military aid to the guer- 
rilla forces that are operating in 
areas of great strategic impor- 
tance in North China and along 
the coast, and to lay the basis for 
close co-operation with these 
forces

SMALL NATIONS 
DEMANDS 10 TEST 
Blk 3 AT PARLEY 


Major San Francisco Is- 
sues to Include Plea for 
More Power for Lesser 
Countries.

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP). 
WO score of the _ world’s 
T smaner nations are clamoring 

for changes in the Dumbarton 
Oaks security plan. Their demands 
will put the statesmanship of the 
United States, Russia and Britain 
to a severe test at San Francisco. 

No authority here expects the 
San Francisco conference opening 
April 25 to fail outright, but none 
denies it could produce an inter- 
national organization designed to 
preserve peace, which in fact 
would not be able to preserve 
peace, ; 

What the San Francisco confer- 
ence is expected to adopt is a 
charter for the world security 
league blueprinted by the Dum- 
barton Oaks conference, The char- 
ter must be approved by the home 
governments of each delegation 
before that nation becomes a mem- 
ber. 

The United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain and China have broadly agreed 
to defend their plan against any 
Sweeping changes, Yet they can- 
not jam it down the throats of 
the other countries—particularly 
countries like France, Canada and 
Brazil—without dooming it ahead 
of time to fate of the League of 
Nations, 

Three Major Issues, 

Here are the three main issues 
which the San Francisco con- 
ferees may chew over for a long 
time: 

1, The smaller nations want 
more power in the proposed 
world organization than the 
Dumbarton Oaks plan would 
give them. 

. 2. Some of the smaller na- 

tions want regional groups of 

countries authorized to use force 
to keep peace. 

3. Some delegates want the 
world organization to be more 
flexible, so that it can grow and 
change with the years. 

Of these, the first will pose the 
the most critical problem of 
statesmanship. 

Here is an authoritative analy- 
sis of the major types of changes 
which have been requested by one 
or another of the smaller nations 
under Point No. 1: 

A. Increase the power and au- 
thority of the proposed General 
Assembly of the United Nations, 
to which all league members 
would belong. The Dumbarton 
Oaks plan makes it chiefly a be- 
bating society except for promo- 
tion of social and economic. de- 
velopments, 

Security Council Question, 

B. Change the size and compo- 
sition of the Security Council, in 
which all real power of the or- 
ganization as now proposed would 
be vested. The council could order 
a country which might not be a 
council member to send forces 
against an aggressor. Some of the 
middle-sized nations like Canada 
and Brazil do not like this possi- 
bility. To help avoid it, they 
would require that nations elected 
to temporary council seats be not 
just any countries, but countries 
capable of helping keep the peace. 

C.. Specifically modify the au- 
thority of the security council. 
This would be a direct attack on 
the issue raised under B. 

Many smaller countries would 
like to limit the Security Council 
to using only the forces of powers 
which comprise its membership. 

A compromise may be to have 
any other countries whose forces 
are used sit with the council tem- 
porarily. 

Also on this general question, 
there have been proposals to alter 
the Security Council voting’ pro- 
cedure. As it stands, the voting 
formula would effectively prevent 
the military resources of the or- 
ganization from being used 
against a great power, because 
each of the great powers could 
veto any use of force. 

International Justice. 

D. Give the World Court author- 
ity to hear all sorts of interna- 
tional disputes, not just those in- 
volving international law. One big 
question here is: Should one na- 
tion be able to drag another into 
court? Also: How much force 
should be behind the decisions of 
}the court? The great powers could 
enforce a decision against 
Ethiopia, for example, but who 
would enforce one against Rus- 
sia? 

E. Give the economic and social 
council authority to get things 
done, As designed at Dumbarton 
Oaks. it would simply make stu- 
dies and reports. 

F. Enlarge the powers of the 
secretary-general, the man who 
would really run the league. Some 
of the smaller countries would like 
him to have strong authority, and 
perhaps his own staff of diplomats 
among the capitals of member 
nations. These nations also would 
give him the power to bring be- 
fore the security council requests 
for action to prevent or put down 
aggression. 

Regional Group Proposals. 
As for issue No. 2, the proposals 

for regional security groups: 

Perhaps the most spectacular 
such plan came out of the recent 
Inter-American Conference at 
Mexico City, in which the United 
States itself participated. That 
conference voted to put a regional 
security system into effect imme- 
diately. 

Many of the American countries 
would maintain this system after 
the. war—regardless of a general 
world organization. But the Dum- 
barton Oaks plan provides that no 
regional organization may use 
force except on order of the World 
Security Council. Something will 
have to give at San Francisco.

work for newspapers and press

back home and they know that 
optimistic news will get the big- 
gest headlines. I was told of one 
press association reporter who 
wrote his lead only after he had 
found what his rivals were writ- 
ing. If they said the X Army 
gained 10 miles. he made it 12. 

I can cite a concrete example 
of what this means. Six medium 
bombers out of Italy bombed the 
railway yards at Berchtesgaden. 
It was a secondary target which 
was hit only because the principal 
target was weathered in. One 
press association blew that minor 
episode up with references to 
Hitler’s hideout and with the in- 
timation that the raid had been 
on a far greater scale. When the 
squadron leader was finally inter- 
viewed he said he did not even 
know that Hitler lived at Berch- 
tesgaden. A week later public re- 
lations officers received by air- 
mail a photostatic copy of an 
American newspaper that had 
spread a full page headline across 
the story—“Yanks Bomb Berch- 
tesgaden.” 

Each army, each division, for 
that matter each company, has 
public relations officers whose 
duty it is to help correspondents 
get and write the news. Theirs 
is often a trying job for corre- 
spondents are frequently demand- 
ing and temperamental. They want 
to get right up there where the 
shells are falling, 


Extensive Facilities. 

Never in any war before have 
such extensive facilities been made 
available for covering not only 
major battles but every phase of 
the conflict itself. For those cor- 
respondents who want to get a 
firsthand look the army provides 
jeeps, planes, escorting officers, 
field equipment—everything pos- 
sible for the safety and conven- 
ience of the correspondent. 

Reporters in Paris who want to 
report the situation of France— 
}politically and _  internationally— 
have a somewhat more difficult 
time. No special facilities are 
available to them since naturally 
the sole interest of SHAEF is in 
the war itself. Some reporters 
who write almost nothing about 
the war live at the Scribe but 
they are under sufferance because 
there is no private hotel at 
which they could obtain adequate 
meals. Harold Callender of the 
New York Times, for example, is 
accredited to SHAEF but “his 
writing chiefly deals with the in- 
ternal French situation,

As allied armies push on into 
the heart of the Reich, this is ° 
typical of the kind of problem 
that will arise in reporting the 
news out of Europe. The facili- 
ties for getting around, yes, ac- 
tually for living, will be extremely 
limited. Up to now the United 
States Army, with all its power 
and its resources, has made up the 
difference. But there will be a 
big gap when the army winds up 
its public relations operation and 
that gap will come at a time when 
it is most important to know what 
is happening to the peoples of 
Europe, 

Travel Difficult, 

Until you have moved about 
wartorn Europe, you cannot real 
ize that it is all but impossible 
for the ordinary citizen to go from 
one place to another. It is only a 
slight exaggeration to say that 
there is only one decent overnight 
train left in Europe today. That 
is the train from Brussels’ to 
Paris which now takes 12 hours 
to make what was before the war 
a five or six hour journey. To get 
a berth on the train you must 
have a high military priority. 
Even to get on, you need a pere- 
mit from allied military authori- 
ties. 

A French friend of considerable 
stature in the de Gaulle govern- 
ment told me of a train trip he 
made to his home in southeast 
France. Before the war it was a 
nine-hour journey. He spent 36 
hours on the train and stood up 
the entire way in a corridor so 
jammed that it was almost ime 


»>possible to move. 


The reporter today gets priority 
on a plane, or if his need is ure 
gent enough and his destination 
off the beaten path, he may get a 
special plane for his own use, . 
Those who stay on when the war 
ends to report the aftermath will 
find the going much tougher. Yet 
it will be almost equally important 
for us in American to know what 
is happening in Europe. 

Some reporters covering the 
European war would like to trans- 
fer to the Pacific when the show 
over here is ended, They have got 
into the rhythm and they want 
to see it through, But already 
there are competent staffs in the 
Pacific and this may not be so 
easy. Battle reporters will find . 
it hard to go back to reporting 
police news and politics. But their 
problem in adjustment will only 
be one small phase of the general 
adjustment from war, and war 
on a fantastic and unprecedented 
scale, to peace,

Occasional Overhaul Urged. 

Proposals under issue No, 3, to

Other countries would require 
also that the five permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council stand 
for re-election every 10 or 25 years.

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WILLIAM HALE THOMPSON WITH HIS SECRETARY, MISS ETHABELLE 
GREEN, RECEIVING ELECTION RETURNS WHEN HE LOST RACE FOR 
.A FOURTH-TERM AS CHICAGO'S MAYOR, 


CHICAGO, April 7. 


HERE was one thing nobody 
1 could deny to William Hale 

Thompson — he was no pip- 
squeak operator. He proved it 
during his three-term reign as 
Mayor of Chicago, glorying in the 
appellation of “Big Bill the Build- 
er,” awarded him in word and 
song in recognition of the hus- 
tlingly effective way he performed 
the previously routine functions 
of public office. 

And now, more than a year after 
his death, Big Bill has been kept 
in the public eye through a court 
fight for possession of one of his 
biggest achievements—a $2,000,000 
plus fortune, most of it in cash 
which he had, un-Thompsonesque- 
ly, kept a secret for many years. 

If he could, Thompson probably 
would have enjoyed a belly-laugh 
when the first formal appraisal of 
his fortune was made six days 
after his death on March 19, 1944. 
The estate was valued at $148,000 
of which $25,000 was listed as per- 
sonal property. A week later the 
first of a series of grand openings 
of his five safe deposit boxes 
provided a sensational inkling of 
hig true financial worth and set 
the stage for litigation which still 
has not been completed. 

News of the Cowboy Mayor’s 
hideaway fortune had hardly 
reached print when an assortment 
of outside “friends”. tried to move 
in for a kill — or even a few 
crumbs—of the millions on the 
strength of “contacts” with the de- 
ceased which, if nothing better, 
made interesting reading. 

Big Bill’s widow finally wound 
up with most of the fortune, but 
only after lawyers had come in 
for their share, Uncle Sam and 
Illinois’ state taxing counterpart 
had applied for sizable slices, and 
Thompson's secretary had settled 
a $1,000,000 claim for a mere 
fourth of what she was asking. 

Oddly enough, there had been 
little or no speculation, at least 
of the public variety, about the 
size of Thompson's fortune at the 
time of his death at the age of 
74. His colorful career, accentu- 
ated by the 10-gallon Stetson and 
coonskin coat he sported at all 
sporting events, the theater and 
the city hall, pushed all mention 
of money into the background. 

So, quite naturally, nothing too 
sensational was expected when 
James W. Breen, Big Bill's lawyer 
for years, prepared to open the 
first two safe deposit boxes in a 
Chicago Loop bank. When the 
latches were loosened, bills of 
large denominations sprang out as 
from a jack-in-the-box and fell to 
the floor about the feet of the 
astounded Breen and _ Illinois 
agents. Some of the currency was 
stuffed in loosely, some packaged 
with rubber bands.

| NCLUDED in the currency were 
& 


gold certificates amounting to 

$36,000. Two were of $1000 denom- 
ination, 57 of $500 and the others 
of $100. Besides $1,466,250 in cash, 
stocks and securities estimated to 
be worth $20,0°0 were found. Even- 
tually the other boxes disgorged 
other paper holdings which raised 
the grand total to $2,103,024, 

Because there was no will, 
Thompson’s widow, Mrs. Mary 
Walker Wyse Thompson, stood to 
inherit all the personal property 
and half the real estate. But such 
wasn’t the simple case. 

Big Bill’s secretary for 13 years, 
Miss Ethabelle Green, filed suit 
for one million dollars. In a nine- 
page petition she claimed she 
served him as “secretary, house- 
keeper, companion, nurse and as 
a daughter,” and that he promised 
her half of his estate. 

Other more fanciful claims came 
from scores of men and women 
from all parts of the United States 
and Canada. One declared that 
he stopped Thompson from bleed- 
ing to death by pressing a dime 
under his nose and that, though 
a total stranger, the ex-Mayor 
— to remember him in his 
will. . 

A Canadian woman, who thought 
she might be his foster daughter, 
believed she was entitled to $200,- 
000. A South Carolina man wrote 
that his wife always told him 
Thompson was her uncle who ran 
away from home when a lad of 15, 
landed in Chicago and finally be- 
came mayor. (Thompson was born 
in Boston and was brought to 


Chicago when he was an infant. 

While Mrs. Thompson awaited a 
hearing on Miss Green's suit, the 
only claim ever to see the courts, 
Breen and former cronies of Big 
Bill came to his defense with ex- 
planations of how he amassed his 
now revealed fortune. Breen re- 
called that Thompson came to him 
10 months before the 1929 crash 
and told him “A terrible financial 
depression is on the way.” When 
it came, cold cash would be the 
only thing of value, Breen said 
Thompson told him. 

“He said he was going to con- 
vert virtually all of his assets into 
cash and put it into safe deposit 
boxes rather than in bank ac- 
counts, That explains presence in 
his safety boxes of gold certifi- 
cates which were recalled by the 
Government in April, 1933.” 

Thompson's father, a real estate 
dealer, left him more than $200,- 
000 in cash and large real estate 
holdings, Breen explained further. 
Those holdings were valued at 
little more than $150,000 at that 
time—1891—but now would be 
worth between $600,000 and $700,- 
000.

IG BILL’S mother left him 
more than $700,000 from her 
estate. This inheritance, plus 
the money he made himself in his 
multiple real-estate dealings, built 
up a fortune of between $3,500,- 
000 and $4,000,000, Breen declared. 

Political friends asserted the 
“hideaway” fortune was his bul- 
wark against financial ruin 
threatened by foes he made dur- 
ing his three stormy terms as 
Chicago's top public official. But 
no enemy—or friend—appeared to 
claim a return on rumored “cam- 
paign contributions” to Thomp- 
son's war chest.

HEN the 40 American nurses 
of this farthest forward evac- 
uation hospital arrived in 
this town at 4 p. m. téday, they 
had been in convoy almost eight 
hours. Keeping a hospital up 
with the advance of Gen. George 
S. Patton’s Third Army is a tough 


job. Instead of the much needed 
rest until tomorrow noon, which 
the gals had been promised, they 
found that there was nothing to do 
but roll up their sleeves and go to 
work at once, 


When I arrived, this former Ger- 
man hospital was already filling 
up. Corpsmen of the hospital's 
advance echelon were placing 
American wounded in the wards 
and tonight these wards, designed 
for 40 patients, are bulging with 
60 to 70 men. In some of the cor- 
ridors of the hospital cots have 
been set up to receive the over- 
flow.

Only in the operating rooms and 
in the wards are there electric 
lights. Power is furnished by 
American generators. In a wing 
of the hospital where I am billeted 
with the nurses, we are wandering 
about with candles. There is no 
water or heat and the whole hos- 
pital is nicely ventilated by shell 
holes.

And 
to add to all this confusion, there 
are the stubborn Germans who 
defy military orders and persist 
in pulling onto the roads with 
their oxen or cow-drawn carts, 
loaded with their household be- 
longings which they had hidden in 
the woods when warned of the 
advance of the American Army. 
Farther back toward the rear, 


where German villages have quick- 
ly settled down to the business of 
everyday living, great carts loaded 
with manure continually block 
traffic as farmers go about the 
business of fertilizing their land 
for spring plowing.

Police Juvenile Division Has Reduced 


Delinquency by Its Friendly Policy 


Towards City's Youngsters 


By J. Russell Dye 


OPS and kids aren’t natural 
C enemies. Let them get ac- 

quainted and the kids will dis- 
cover that policemen aren’t at all 
the spoilsports they seemed from 
a distance. They occasionally have 
to take a young wrongdoer in 
tow, but inside their uniforms 
they’re friendly, understanding 
guys, ever ready to listen to a 
kid’s troubles and lend a helping 
hand. 

That’s what Sgt. Thomas J. 
Moran of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment and his staff of juvenile 
officers are trying to get across 
to the city’s youngsters, particu- 
larly those in poor, congested 
neighborhoods, It’s one of the 
two basic ideas forming the de- 
partment’s unique design for curb- 
ing delinquency. 

The other is amazingly homely. 
Social workers, who revel in com- 
plicating the obvious, elevate it 
into something like this: “Be- 
havior patterns of adolescents are 
favorably modified by activities 
integrated at their interest level.” 
But the policemen who set up the 


' program, plain, earnest men with 


little aptitude for spinning in- 
tricate phrases, put it this way: 
“Give kids something interesting 
to do and they'll keep out of 
trouble.” 


What improvements have been 
made in the behavior of the city’s 
borderline kids can’t yet be ex- 
pressed in percentages, but this 
much can be said: Since the di- 
vision was set up early last year, 
there has been a 40 per cent de- 
crease in the number of youths 
brought before Juvenile Court. 
This means that out of every 100 
that would have formerly gone to 
court, about 40 were screened out 
as needing only the more or less 
informal supervision of a _ solici- 
tous juvenile officer to straighten 
them out. After several years, 
when the full impact of the new 
policies are felt, Sgt. Moran hopes 
to be able to present figures show- 
ing substantial decreases in juve- 
nile trespasses. 

How the division operates is i{l- 
lustrated by the “Hellicats,” down 
in the First District, in Caronde- 
let, where complaints of petty 
thievery and vandalism imputed 
to several bands of youngsters 
were causing concern. One day, 
an indignant housewife sum- 
moned Juvenile Officer John 
Dolan and protested that a bunch 
of young neighborhood rowdies 
were using an abandoned shed 
across the alley for a hangout. 
She had heard shouted profanities 
and observed boys smoking. She 
was sure they were up to no good, 
and she demanded that they be 
dispossessed and scattered forth- 


with,

OW Dolan could have 
N swooped down on the boys, 

carted them off to the dis- 
trict station and booked them as 
delinquents, but that crude, 
though time-honored practice, he 
knew, would serve more to em- 
bitter than correct them. The bet- 
ter way was that preached under 
the new dispensation, which re- 
placed the night stick and patrol 
wagon with the clubroom and 
playing field. He sauntered back 
to the shed and looked in, Half 
a dozen boys were lolling on pack- 
ing boxes or sitting against the 
wall, their legs sprawled on the 
dirt floor, Several were smoking. 
They fell silent, sullenly awaiting 
the intruder’s next move, 


“Fellows,” said Dolan, who was 
in plain clothes, “I’m from the 
Carondelet Station.” One boy mut- 
tered something about “cops stick- 
ing their nose in,” but Dolan con- 
tinued: “The neighbors are com- 
plaining about your hanging out 
here. What do you say if we all 
get together and fix up a real 
chubhouse somewhere.” 


The youngsters didn’t know 
what to make of his proposal, The 
tension relaxed a little, but they 
continued to eye him with de- 
fiance and mistrust. Sensing this 
barrier, Dolan went to work in 
earnest to sell them on the idea. 
That was the origin of the “Hell- 
cat Club.” , 


Kids and the Cops Are

A little reconnoitering turned 
up an abandoned lumber yard of- 
fice. The owner took a fancy to 
the project and leased the build- 
ing to the boys for a dollar a year, 
then threw in the yard for good 
measure. Neither the building, a 
two-room brick ruin, nor the lot, 
a refuge for every species of de- 
bris, was anything to stir the 
imagination, but Dolan and the 
youngsters spit on their hands 
and went to work. 


Neighborhood building trades- 
men gave a hand and showed 
them how to patch brick walls, 
lay concrete and install wiring 
and plumbing. Second-hand deal- 
ers cut prices to the bone and be- 
yond to help in procurement of 
furniture from scanty funds, de- 
rived largely from dime-a-week 


dues. The yard was cleared and 
graded by hand labor, coolie-fash- 
jon, As the clubroom and athletic 
field took shape, other youngsters 
joined in, and in six months the 
club was a going concern,

RIDEFULLY, the boys show 
P visitors through the  club- 

house and explain how it is 
run. Democracy is the watch- 
word, The 69 members elect their 
own officers and abide by deci- 
sions of the elective board of trus- 
tees. The only adult wielding any 
authority is Dolan, and his is only 
advisory. A disciplinary commit- 
tee has a way of suppressing de- 
linquency. There are no objec- 
tions to smoking. “If they don’t 
smoke here, they'll smoke in the

alley,” said the president, a 17- 
year-old, wearing on his jacket 
the gaping jaws of a tiger, insig- 
ne of the Hellcats, “but we break 
them of destructive habits.” 
Wrongdoers, he explained, are 
summoned before the committee 
and expelled if found guilty. That 
bars them from the fraternity of 
the clubroom and playing field. 
Such punishment is more to be 


dreaded than a lecture in Juvenile .& ge Ms 


Court. As a result, brushes with 
the law are now a rarity among 


members.

ORE than 2000 boys like the 
“Hellicats,” ranging in age 
from 12 to 17, are now en- 
rolled in the division’s§ athletic 
program, which is a way of say- 
ing that the horsepower generat- 
ed in 2000 irrepressible young dy- 
namos is expended on the playing 
field instead of in mischief that 
sometimes overlaps into lawless- 
ness. Juvenile officers manage 
about 100 teams in various sports. 
Gymnasium facilities of Police 
Headquarters have been opened to 
basketball teams. 

Included, as the division’s con- 
tribution to racial goodwill, are a 
number of Negro teams. Decked 
out in colorful uniforms, the play- 
ers, Negro and white, battle furi- 
ously, not merely to win for the 
sake of winning, but to bring hon- 
ors to the districts they repre- 
sent. 

Back in the days when Chief of 
Police James J. Mitchell was 
pounding a beat as an humble 
patrolman, roughshod methods 
were the order of the day in han- 
dling delinquents. Those that 
could be caught were hustled, ter- 
ror-stricken, to the district station 
and jailed'as unceremoniously as 
adult criminals. Any attempt at 
guidance was considered a sign 
of irresolution, a waste of time. 

The enmity generated during 
this formative period often per- 
sisted into adult years and prob- 
ably had a hand in shaping the 
careers of some youths who turned 
to crime, What a difference it 
might have made in the lives of 
the more susceptible offenders had 
a policeman extended a friendly 
guiding hand instead of hustling 
them off to Juvenile Court, there 
to be subjected to rigid probation 
or committed to some correctional 
institution, 

Mitchell long pondered these 
matters and when he was appoint- 
ed chief two and a half years ago, 
he decided to see what could be 
done in the way of reform. He 
directed Sgt. Moran to cull from 
the rank and file a couple of dozen 
men most adaptable to working 
with youngsters. These he assem- 
bled one day in his office, sum- 
marily relieved them of current 
duties, and ordered them to report 
next morning for two weeks of in- 
tensive training. This completed, 
an officer was assigned to each 
of the city’s 12 districts with a 
Negro colleague added in those 
largely colored. 

Strange as it may seem, one of 
the first jobs the officers had to 
undertake was to sell the district 
policemen, whose co-operation they 
needed, on the new principles. 
Some of the hard-headed, hard- 
handed old-timers balked, mut- 
tered that the department was 
“going soft,” but in the end they 


acquiesced. 
B up, little or no effort was 

made at district -stations to 
separate youngsters from adult 
criminals. It was not uncommon 
for a policeman to interrogate a 
teen-ager in the same room where 
a hard-bitten adult suspect was 
filling the air with invective, in- 
cidental to being questioned about 
some crime. To shield impres- 
sionable young minds against such 
contacts, separate quarters were 
provided under Mitchell's plan, 
permitting the juvenjle officer 
and his charge to talk in privacy. 

Formerly when juveniles were 
taken into custody, they were 
booked in the same manner as 
adult crooks. Such a recording on 
the blotter branded them with the 
stigma of having a police record, 
Mitchell ‘stopped these indiscrimi- 
nate entries. 

Juveniel officers make it their 
business to serve more as father 
confessors than stern avengers. 
First offenders, guilty only of 
minor trespasses, such as break- 
ing windows, turning in false fire 
alarms, or stealing junk, get a

Less indulgence is shown to 
youths guilty of such felonies as 
stealing automobiles and burglar- 
izing homes or stores. When they 
must finally be classified as incor- 
rigible because of repeated of- 
fenses and defiance of supervision, 
their names go on the blotter, and 
they are turned over to the Ju- 
venile Court.

ARENTS are the keystone in 
P efforts to asatraighten out neo- 

phytes in crime, When a boy 
is caught in some misdemeanor, 
he is returned to his parents, who 
are instructed to appear before 
the Juvenile Officer for a confer- 
ence. The theme of the session is: 
“What is the root of the trouble?” 
If it develops that the parents are 
addicted to drunkenness and 
wrangling, reform must. begin 
with them. They are told to mend 
their ways and to see that the 
youngster attends school and 
church and keeps regular hours. 
If they fail to carry out the edict, 
they are bundled off to Juvenile 
Court, where a stern Judge will 
lay down the law in earnest: “Give 
the boy a good home, or he'll be 
turned over to someone who can 
take better care of him.” 

Juvenile officers employ a va- 
riety of angles to curb adolescent 
lawlessness. For instance, there 
is the case of one boy who had 
been filching notions from the 
counters of neighborhood stores,

principally for the thrill of eluding 
detection. Then one day he was 
caught. The lenient store man- 
ager merely turned him over to 
his father, a reputable business 
man. The boy confessed a series 
of thefts, but seemed more boast- 
ful than repentant. The father 
consulted the district juvenile 
officer, and together they hatched 
a little plot. 


Next night the officer visited the 


boy’s home, With the father, 
mother and their son assembled 
in the living room, he informed 
them that the boy had been ob- 
served by police on a number of 
occasiong stealing from  astore 
counters. From a briefcase he 
drew a folder, opened it and read 
off the list of thefts (the same 
the boy had confessed to his 
father). 

“You see,” the oficer said, “you 
haven't been fooling anybody. Po- 
lice know every time you steal.” 
As her part of the act, the 
mother began to weep. “To think 
that my son should turn out to 
be a common theif,” she sobbed. 
Impressed by the enormity of his 
offenses, and with his pride in 
his skill at larceny deflated, the 
youth promised to mend his ways, 
And he did, too.

NE of the peculiarities of 
0 grand opera is its addiction to 

violence, Most operas of a 
serious nature deal with one or 
more murders and a few of them 
are concerned with behavior that 
wouldn’t Be allowed on the stage 
in some communities if their plots 
were not thoroughly obscured by 
the music and an unfamiliar lan- 
guage. 

The repertory of the San Carlo 
Opera Company, which will give 
six performances in St. Louis this 
coming week end, features death 
ane destruction in a number of 
very unpleasant guises. On the 
opening night, for instance, the 
hero and his dusky sweetheart 
are buried alive in an underground 
vault. One must follow the libretto 
closely in order to get the full ben- 
efit of this, however, for the cham- 
ber in which they are inclosed is 
usually quite commodious and 
often bears a close resemblance to 
the steam room of a turkish bath. 
The grim nature of the proceed- 
ings are also obscured somewhat 
by the fact that both boy and girl 
keep singing right up to the bitter 
end. 

“Cavalleria Rusticana” and 
“Pagliacci,” the operatic twins, 
are each brought to a climax with 
a flash of the lethal knife.

Mimi is almost a comic opera 
heroine because she dies, though 
suddenly, of natural causes. In 
“1) Trovatore,” the Count di 
Luna kills Manrico—who turns 
out to be the count’s brother— 
and Leonora, the heroine, takes 
poison. Gilda, the soprano lead 
of “Rigoletto,” is killed, placed 
in a sack and handed over to 
her father, who believes it is the 
body of the lecherous Duke until 
he hears the latter singing in 
the distance.

ALTOGETHER IT will be, like 
any normal opera season, a verita- 
ble carnival of blood. The cus- 
tomers, however, will not be 
shocked. On the contrary they will 
look and listen with innocent 
pleasure. Some of them will prob- 
ably bring the kiddies along since 
grand opera is an_ institution 
which is supposed to have certain 
cultural effects upon the listener. 
And the customers will be right. 

Grand opera is indeed a form of 
innocent entertainment which, in 
some instances, is also a highly 
cultivated form of art. Most per- 
sons realize instinctively that 
operatic plots are not to be re- 
garded realistically. Those who do 
not are seriously handicapped and 
are likely to be disturbed in their 
reception of the music. For while 
a plot is necessary in order to pro- 
vide a framework for the musical 
development—and it is always de- 
sirable that one should know the 
plet thoroughly—it does not have 
the same function as the plot of a 
spoken drama.

HE PULITZER PRIZE for playwriting—to be decided in 
Tes not go to a play this year: The favorite of the 

critics since Saturday night is “The Glass Menagerie.” 

To be sure, Tennessee Williams’ vehicle has the usua) assort- 
ment of scenes and acts but he 
probably would be the first to admit 
his poignant family portrait is more 
an exploration of a mood than a 
play. 

Play or not, it hag received such 
paeans as have not been sprayed on 
any other entertainment ‘this season 
(even “Harvey” had one dissenting 
vote and complaints were listed 
against details of “The Late George 
Apley” and “I Remember Mama”). 
It marks the first commercial suc- 
cess of its Mississippi-born author (he 
just liked “Tennessee” better than his 
own name, Thomas Lanier). And it 
marks a comeback for Laurette Tay- 
lor, one of our truly distinguished actresses. 

As the aging mother of the family living in a St. Louis 
alley, she grows hysterical as poverty washes her into defeat. 
And so complete is the illusion, so thorough her portrayal, that 
the audience grows vaguely hysterical, too.

ISSOURI’S early spring flowers 

put on their most profuse and 

colorful display of several years 
this season, thanks to favorable condi- 
tions during the preceding fall and win- 
ter, and a mild early spring. Influenced 
by unusually warm March weather, buds 
burst a week to 10 days earlier than 
normal; the flowering seemed even more 
advanced to many people because of 
late springs in the past several years. 
Botanists said an important factor in the 
fine array of blossoms was the prolonged 
period of mild, bright weather last fall, 
which allowed flowering tree and shrub 
buds to form adequately. Then the win- 
ter, while not severe enough to hurt the 
buds, was sufficiently cold to cause 
chemical changes necessary” to ripen 
buds of temperate zone trees and shrubs 
for full flowering.
